Company, betook thetnſelves to Sea, to ſeek 
Fortunes Cage: and having ptaQtifed ſome 
Piracies upon the Coaſts of Belginms, France, 
England and Treland, at len þ the) became 
ſo formidable to the French, that Charles 
the Simple, King of France, gave to Rollo 
his Daughter G#//a in Marriage with the 
Dutchy of Nermandy : And this Duke 
Rollo was Proavns or Great Grandfather to 
Richardthe fifth Duke of Normandy, which 
Richard was Eider Brother to Robert, Fa-

o taking his March towards Dover, he was 
at the Inſtigation of Stigand Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury,aud Egleſine Abbot of Saint As- 
fins, met. by the Kentiſh men, who carry- 
ing Boughs and Branches of Trees in their 
hands, ſeemed like a walking Wood, which 
ſight fo afrighted the Conqueror, that he 
granted their Requeſts, to have all their 
Ancient Cuſtoms : whereupon they yielded 
up ta him their Earldom of Kent, and Cx 
ſtle of Dover. He was kind alſo to the Low 
doners, ſuffering them. to injoy their Privi 
ledges they had in King Edward the Conf 
ſor's time, 

Shortly after this he ſailed to Normany 
to ſettle his Affairs there, taking with hin 
ſeveral Engli;/b Nobles (whoſe greatneſs It 
feared in his Abſence) for Pledges, and ms 
king his half Brother Orho, Biſhop of Bg 
exx, Earl of Kent, and William Fit 
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burn: Earl of Hereford, to whoſe Truſt he 
left the Government of the Kingdom till his 


- Returh: Inhis abſence the Ye{ſb rebelled, 


and waſted all co the Mouth of Wye. So that 
he was ſoon forced to return again, and at 
his Return gave the Landsof the Enghiſo to 
his Normans : And the Engliſh thus turned 
out of their Eſtates, fell ſo to Rob and Pil- 
lage, that the High-wayes between one Town 
and another ay unfrequented : The Earls 
Edwine and Morcar, and Edger Atheling 
with his Mother and Siſter, and ſeveral o- 
ther Engliſh Nobles fled into Scotland to 
King Malcolm, to whom the Conquezor 
ſent, defiring him to ſend back Edgar A- 
theling, but Malcolm having married his 
Siſter, denied him, and kept him notwith- 
ſanding all King Wiliaw's Threats, The 
more to keep the Engliſh in ſubjeRtion, He 
cauſed every Houſe-holder to put out both 
Fire and Candle at cight a Clock at Night, 
to which purpoſe there was a Bell rung in 
every City, Town or Village, by the Freach 
called Cover few, that is, Cover fire, 

In the ſecond year of his Reign, Goodwine 
and Edmwnd, two of 'King Harold s Sons 
invaded this Realm from reland : and took 
away great Bootyes. And the year after the

No ſooner were theſe Troubles over but 
Swain King of Denmark had manned 209

In the year 1075. Walcher Biſhop of Dar- 
ham purchaſed the Earldom of Nors 
thumberland of the King, but, being an u- 
ſurping cruel Fellow, the Inhabitants fley 
him Os year enſuing, viz. 1076. the Earth 
was hard Prozen from the midſt of Novem- 
ber to the midſt of April. And the next year 
after, being the year 1077. upon Palm Sun- 
Cay a blazing Sar was ſeen near the -Sun; 
alſo Robert, King William's Son, ſeized on 
the Dukedom of Normandy by force, up 
which, his Father Sailing for Normandy a+ 
gain, at Archenbray in Normandy, entre

dom to Walliam for 6666 pounds of Silyer, 
to furniſlt him with his neceffaries for the 
War :  For'the raiſing of which Sum of My- 
ney, the King laid Heavy Taxes on his Sub- 
jects, and neither Churches nor Monaſterys 
were Priviledged from this Payment. This 
Voyage for the Holy War was firſt underta- 
ken An,Do. 1099. And the fame year the 
King built new Wails about the Tower and 
likewiſe builtWeſtmnſter-ball being goyards 
long,24 yards,and2Foot broad;and yet when 
he firſt law it, he {aid,It was too little by half, 
and thereupon deſign'd it for a Chamber. A- 
bout this time began the C:ſter/iar Order in 
Burgundy, as ſome old Authors affirm;which 
order was brought into England about the 
yea 1135, and an Abby built for the Monks 
at Beaulieu in Hantſhire. 

Now the King going for Normandy to 
relieve his Subjects there, the Winds pro- 
ving very crofs, the Pilate defired the Ki 
toſtay a while for a better Gale, but the 
King, no whit daunted, commanded to hoiſe 
up Sails with theſe words, Haſt thou ever 
heard that any King was drowned ? He de-' 
nied that the Pope had any Authority over 
any Biſhop within his Realm, and alſo denied 
the Popes power of binding and looſing, but 
paied him Peter-pence granted by his Fa- 
ther; he alſo held ir bootleſs to invocate 
Saints, Curbed Anſelm Arch- Biſhop of Can- 


terbury 
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terbury, and Taxed the ſwelling Clergy for 
their Pride, Luxury, Idleneſs,and Avarice, 
In the Second year, of his Reign a great 
Earrhquake happened,and in the Surch year 
A great Lightning which burnt the Steeple of 
the Abby of Wincheſter, and rent the Beams 
of the Roof, caſting down the Image of our 
Lady and Crucifux, breaking one of the Legs 
thereof. And not long after fo greata 
Wind hapned at Londow that it blew down 
60, ſome ſay 606 houſes, and took off the 
Roof of Bow-Church, bearing it a great 
height intothe Air, and fix of the Beams be. 
ing 2.7 foot long, with the fall ran 23 foot in- 
' tb the Ground, the Streets being then un- 

aved : in the ſixth of the Kings Reign was 
fo great a Famine and Mortality, that the 
_—_— were ſcarce able to _ the Dead; 
and in the g year of his Reign 2 blaſing Stars 
with two buthes appeared, - and others Stars 
ſeemed to ſhoot Darts at the other. And the 
laſt year of his Reign the Sea overflowed its 
Banks, and drowned a great number of Peo- 

le in Kent, and overwhelmed a great deal 
of Lands which had been Earl Goodwins, 
whoſe name they retain to this day, being 
called Goodwin's Sands, There was allo a 
Well of bloud, which roſe up out of the 
ground for the ſpace of fiſteen days at[Fin-

Aﬀer this David King of Scats invaded 
England, and took Carliſle and New-Caſtle, 
but upon the Kings arrival wich an Army to 
oppoſe his further Progreſs, a Peace was 
concluded between them. Afterwards the 
King in the third year of his Reign, Crea- 
ted Exſtace his eldeſt Son, Duke of Norman 
ay; This year the Arch-Biſhop's Seat in 
York, St. Martyns Church without the Walk, 
and the Hoſpital with thirty pine Houſes,and 
much Riches were burnt. The King noy 
paied his elder Brother Theobald 2000 
Marks yearly tor his Right of Normandy and 
England,and to feffery Plantaginet Husband 
to aud the Empreſs, he paid five thouſand 
Marks yearly for his Right to the Crown. 
Whileſt he was in Normandy ſettling his af 
fairs: the Scots again invaded England, 
committing moſt barbarous Cruelties, s 
ripping up Women with Child, and tofling 
their Infants on their Spear points: ſeyeral 
of the Peers likewiſe Revolted, and Fortified 
moſt of the ſtrong Caſtles in the Realm 
againſt the King, intending to bring Maud 
the Empreſs to the Crown : but the King 
being no fluggard did fo hotly purſue bs 
Barrons, that he won moſt of the Caſtles 
from them, and put them to a ſtand: And 


with like ſucceſs did Ralph Biſhop of a 
- Fr. 
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haw (appointed General by Thurſtan Arch- 
= York the Kings Lieutenant of the 
North ) go againſt the Scots, who were 
come as far as Northumberland, and man- 
fully forced them to fly che Country, And 
ſhortly after,” the King in Perſon marching 
into Scotland, a Peace was again concluded 
between the two Kings, Stephen brought 
with him into England , Henry, David's 
eldeſt Son, and made him Earl of Hanting- 
ron. 

No ſooner was the King returned from 
Scotland but he began to quarrel with ſeve- 
ral of his Prelates, as Sal:5bxry, Lincoln,and 
Ely, demanding the keys of their Caſtles, 
and exaCing likewiſe great ſumms of money 
from them. 

About this time Aſ/audthe Empreſs land. 
ed in England, and was carried into Arsn- 
del-Caſtle by William de Albeny who mar- 
ried the Queen Dowager King Henry's Wid- 
dow ; the King having intelligence thereof 
haſted to Ar«ndel, at whoſe coming (a Wo- 
mans Wit being beſt at a pinch ) ſhe per- 
ſwaded him, That none to her knowledge 
or with her corſent, were come with her, 
but thoſe who did and would owe him Alle- 
glance : —_—— he honourably conveyed 
her toBriſtol, trom which place ſhe gor to 
Walling ford- Caſtle, and in the mean while 
Earl Robert, ber Brother divulging the news 
of her Arrival, he got ſuch a number of 
'G 2 Peo- 
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hard to benumbred. Ro 

The King forthwith beſieges m_ 
C aftle, but not able to accompliſh his defires, 
removed his Siege to Malmesbary, and in 
the mean time the Empreſs got to Lincoln, 
and ſtored the City with Provition and other 
Necelſlaries: Hereupon the King withdrey 
to Lincoln, and fo itraitly begirt the Ciry 
with his Siege, that if che Emprefs_ had not 
made a ſhift to eſcape, ſhe had been here 
taken. 

The King poſlefling himſelf of Lincoln, 
Earl Robert, and Ranwulph Earl of Chefter 
went againſt him with a mighty Army, and 
making over the River pitched their Tents 
in the King 's fight , che King ordering his 
Army, Trumpets ſounded to Battel , and 
the Armies joined in Fight ; but rhe Kings 
party being overpowred,they began to faint 
and run away, leaving the King almoſt 
alone, who behaved himſelf ſo Champion- 
like, that he drove down whole Troops be- 
fore him, untill his Battel- Ax broke, and 
his Sword flew into pieces in his hand; 
and then being Weaponleſs he was ſtruck 
down with a Stone which was thrown at 
him, and fo was ſeized on, but preſerved 
from Violence by Earl R oberrs Command, 
and from thence he was carried Priſoner to 
the Empreſs to Glouceſter, from which place 
he was ſent bound to Briſtol, 


Up- 
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Upon theſe Succeſſes che Empreſs Tri- 
umphed as fole Sovereign of England, all 
che People fave thoſe of Kent, doing her 
Allegiance ; to Winchcfter ſhe marched in 
State, and there Received the Regal 
Crown, from thence fhe went to London, 
where ſhe was received with Royal prccetli - 
ON. 
The reports of Stephen's Impriſonment 
being got into Normanay, his Subjefts there 
began to incline to effery the Husband of 
the Empreſs: ſhortly after this, Earl Ro- 
bert the Empreſs's Brother was taken Pri- 
foner, by ſome of the Kings party, who had 
eſcaped from Lincoln, by whom he was 
carried Priſoner to Gloxceſter, when grow- 
ing at length weary of his Irons and: hard 
Lodging, he and the King were releaſed one 
in Lieu cf the other : The Earl after his 
Releaſement went for Normandy to raiſe 
more aid, but in the mean while King Ste- 
phen beſieged the Empreſs's in Oxford, ' 
where ſhe was brought to ſu ch a ſtraight, 
that ſhe was forced to fly by Night, with ſome 
of her Company Diſguiſed, getting over the 
Thames on the Ice, it being then Winter, 
from which place they ran on Foot through 
Snow and Ditches to eAbbington, being a- 
bout five miles ; and here they took Horſe 
and got to Wallingford Caſtle, And by 
this time Earl Robert and Prince Henry the 
Empreſs's Son were landed at Warran- 
G 3 haven 
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haven from whence they got to the Empreſs; 
but ſhe at length being wearied with the ya« 
rious ſucceſs of War,and never out of Trou- 
bles left England, and returned to her 
Husband into Normandy, having ſent her 
| Son Henry thither before her. 

Act Lincoln the King after the Empreſs's 

Departure cauſed all the Barrons to ſwear 
Allegiance to his Son Prince Exftace, And 
Theobald Arch-Biſhop of Canterbury, refu- 
fing to conſecrate Exſtace King, was forced 
to fly into Normandy for his ſafety, and 
had all his Poſſeflions ſeized on by King 
Stephen, before whoſe time no —_ d 
at any time enter Lincoln, being frighted 
_ the Fooliſh Propheſies of ſome Wi 
zards: 
After this Henry the Empreſs's Son ex 
tered England again, and was met by th 
King,whoſe Armies had joined inBatcel,but 
-that the Winter Storms prevented then 
and ſo a Truce - was Concluded, whic 
thing was very diſpleaſing to Princ 
Euſtace, who not long after died of 1 
Frenzy. 

After his Death, a Peace was cot 
claded, and the King adopted Prine 
Henry the Empreſs's Son , fr his Hel 
and Succeſſor : In the laſt year of 
King's Reign, a little before his Death, 

wa 
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was ſeen the Sign of the Croſs in the 
Moon, 

This Stephen was King of England, 
and Duke of Normandy , he was the 
Third Son of Srephew Earl of Blois, by 
his Wife eAadilicia or edlice, third 
Daughter ro William the Conqueror ; H:s 
Reign began on Mmwnday - the ſecond day 
of December, Anno Domini. eleven hun- 
dred thirty five, and he Reigned eigh- 
teen years, ten months, and twenty days : 
and was the twenty fourth ſole Manarch 
of England : He died of the [lack. 


Paſſion mixed with his old Diſeaſe the 


Emmeroyds, in the Monaſtery of the 
Monks at Dover, on Munday the twen- 
ty fifth day of Oftober, e Anno Domini 
e hundred fifty four : His Body was 
buried at Feaverſbam in Kent, in an Ab- 
by of his own fonnding, In the fourth 
year of this King's Reign was the fecond

TD Henry was three times crowned: 
firſt, by Theobald Archbiſhop of (an» 
terbury, at Weſtminſter : then at Lincoln: 
and laſtly, at Worceſter, His Privy Council 
he choſe of the graveſt Peers, and Thema: 
Becket His Chancellor. About the fifth of 
his Reign, 30 Waldenſes or thereabonts be- 
ing come into England ; were perſecuted by 
a Council of Biſhops held at Oxford, and by 
the King's Command all perſons were pro. 
hibited to give them any Food; whereby th 
miſerably periſhed : King Hezry and Mal- 
colm King'of Scots entered Amity upon the 
ſame Conditions as were agreed upon in 
Henry the firlt's time. And in Token of his 
SubjeRion, the King of Scots offered his Hat 
and Saddle upon St, Peters Alter in York, 
and there left them. 

About this time the Fews crucified a Child 
at Glouceſter. But Theobald dying , 
Becket the Chancellor was made Aich- iſ + 
biſhop of Canterbury, denied to take the | 
Oath, for obſervation of the Articles, admi- 
niſtredrs-the Clergy, which the reſt of the 
Biſhops had taken, being clearly againſt the 
Pope's Authority, 


Here- 
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Hereupon the Contention between the 
King and Becket grew ſo hot, that the P 
fent Philip his ; (Ownacho to perſwade t

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During theſe Scirs,there was one Gilbert Fo. 
liott, DoRor of Divinity in Oxford,who pet. 
ſwaded the King to curb the Pride of the 
Clergy, and this Do&or often reproved 
Proud Becket to his Face, for which he was 
much hated and perſecuted : Now Becker, at 
his ſecond Entrance on his Biſhoprick, ex- 
communicated ſeveral Prelates: And King 
Henry, being in Normandy , and heari 
hereof chanced to ſpeak ſome words again 
the Biſhop, whereupon four of his Courtiers 
ſerting Sail for England, in the Church of 
(anterbury murthered Biſhop Becket, Anno 
1170, Hewas afterwards cannonized by the 
Pope,and is reputed amongſt thoſe of the Re 
wiſh perſwaſion, for a great Saint, He wa 
by Birth a Londoner, his Mother a Sarazcn, 
and by Profeſſion he wasa (3v1/:as, 

After the King returned for England, Re- 
bert Fitz-Stephen a valiant man (without 
the- Kings Knowledge) failed for [reland, 
where he became Conqueror of ſeveral 
- Strong. holds. But the King himſelf,who had 

it in his thoughts long before to make a con- 
queſt thereof, ſailed thither, and impriſoned 
Fitz-Stephen, who had made way for the 
King's Conqueſt. After ſome Skirmiſhes, 
the King Conquered [re/and,and eſtabliſhed 
Religion there ; and built alſo a ificent 
Caſtle at Dablim, and ſo returned tor Eng- 
land, About this time it_was ordained : 

That men ſhou]d make their Teſtament 
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in preſence of their Neigbours : And if the 
Man that died had Wife and Children,he was 


. tocaſt up what he owed to other Men,and to 


Servants fortheir Wages : and then the reſt 
his Goods were to be divided into three 
parts, one part to his Children another, part 
ro his Wife, and the third part, for his Bu- 
rial, and to Plous Ulſes. 

After this the King Sailed to Normanay, 
whither the Pope had ſent two Cardinals to 
take the Kings Purgation for Becket's Death: 
His Pennance was, 

I. That he ſhould, at his cwn proper 
Charges, maintain 200 Souldiers one year, 
for Defence of the Holy Land. 

II. That he ſhould ficely ſuffer Appeals 
to Rome. 

ITI. That he ſhould Revoke all Cuſtoms 
againſt the Churches Liberties, 

IV. That he ſhould reſtore the Poſlefſions 
of Canterbury. And 

V. Receive all the baniſhed Friends of 
Becket into England again. 

About this time S:/veſter Girald a learned 
Man, wrote a Book againſt che Wickednefs 
of the Monks, whereby he ſtirred up thoſe 
Hornets aginſt him. And now the young 
King by the Inſtigation of his Mother, {cug hr 
to depoſe his Father. But after ſeveral Bat- 
tels, fought between them, and much Blood 
ſpilt, for the ſpace of Three yeats, at length 

y were. reconciled, 

After 
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Afeer this, the King called a Parliament at 
Northampton, and divided England into fix 
Circuits, And appointed three Juſtices iti- 
nerants for every Circuit. To this Parlia- 
ment came the King of Scotland and his 
Peers: ſhortly after the calling of this Par- 
liament the young King Henry died. And 
Heraclins the Patriarch of 7ersuſalem came 
to the King to defire his Aid in the Holy 
Land : but was denied. 
* In the 20 of the King's Reign, the City 
of Leiceſter was burnt, by the Kings Com» 
mand, the Walls and Caſtle rafed, and the 
Inhabitants diſperſed into other Cities for 
their Diſobedience to the King, The ſame 
year Chriſt'sChurch inCanterbury was burnt: 
and about ſix yearsafter the City of Tork was 
burned : and in the year 1185. The King 
beſtowed Treland upon his Son Fohn : The 
ſame year the Abby of Glaſtenbary was con- 
ſumed with fire : and the next year after 
was a great Earthquake that threw down ma- 
ny Buildings, and rent in Pieces the Cathe- 
dral Church of Lincoln : Chicheſter alſo was 
burnt. 

After this Richard the Kings Son, by the 
help of Philip King of France, rebelled a 
gainſt his Father, ard drove him out of the 
City Mentz in Main,which he dearly loved, 
being his Birth-place. *' 

In the 33 Year of this King; near Orford, 
in S»ffolk, was taken a Fiſhybaving the ap; 
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of a Man: which Fiſh was kept by the Go- 
vernour of Orford-Caſtle fix months and a- 


bove for a Wonder ; but was never heard to 


ſpeak a word : he would eat all manner of 
meat gladly, but was moſt greedy after raw 
Fleſh or Fiſh : at length he'ſtole away from 
his Keeper, and ran to Sea again, 

The King had a fair Concubine, called 
Roſamond, whom Eleanor the Queen poyſo- 
ned, for which Cauſe, and for ſtirring up 
his Son againſt him, the King impriſoned 
her: and cauſed Roſamond to be buried at 
Godſtow, near Oxford, with this Epitaph 
over her : 


Hic jacet in Tumba Roſa Mundi, non Roſa

Within this Tomb lies the Worlds chiefeft

Of King Richard the firſt, commonly called 
Richard Courdelion, 


IK I' NG Richard at his Coronation by 
Baldwin Arch-Biſhop of (anterbgry, 
ſwore to keep ſeveral Articles Adminiltred 
to him by the Peers, which were for the be- 
nefirt of the Realm, in his time were thoſe 
famous Robbers and Out-Laws called - Robin 
Hood and Little Fohn. This King's firſt at- 
tempts were for the Holy War; for perfor- 
mance of which Voyage he ſold and mortga- 
ged ſeveral parcells of his Revenue, ſcarce 
{paring his City of London from Sale, and 
cruzed 1100 /, —_— out of Stephen de 
Ternhbam, his late Fathers Treaſurer ; but 
before his Expedition, William King of Scets 
Came 
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came into England, and made a League 


with the King ; and ſent his Brother David, 
and ten thouſand Scors with him for the holy 


" War, The King before he took his Journey , 


gave his Brother obs fix Earldoms, Corn-= 
wal, Dorſet, Somerſet, Nottingham, Derby, 
and Lancaſter, be alſo made William Long- 
champ, Biſhop of Ely, Governour of the 
Realm till his return, joining with him Hugh 
Biſhop of D«rham as his Aſliftane in 
North parts. | 

After he had ſettled his affairs, he, with 
ſeveral of his Nobles, took Shipping for 
France, where he and Philip King of France 
became ſworn Brothers, and both ſer for- 
wards for the Holy War : King Richard co- 
ming toS:cil;a,aflalted rheKing thereof,(who 
had uſurped the Kingdom, atter the Death 
of William who was Husband to I | 
King Richards Siſter ) but at laſt made an 
Agreement with him, and gave him twen 
thouſand Ounces of his Gold for his Siſters 
Dowry, and twenty thouſand ounces more 
for the Love he bore to the E wel fo Nation : 
yet, for all this civility he and Philip of France 
took Council againſt King Richard. foa- 
chim the Abbot, expounding the Apocalyps 
to King Richard at (alabria near Sicily, 
told him that Antichrst was born, and then 
inthe City of Rowe viz. the Pope, 
The King in his Paſſage Conquered = 


Iſle of Cypr#- and left in it Richard de Cam- 
vile and Robert de Turnham Vice-Royes. 
After this the Engliſþ and French beſieged 
the City: Prolomatrs, and won it : and ſhortly 
afrer the 'French King returned (not withour 
great ſhame) to his own Kingdom. 
' © Whilſt King Richard was imployed in the 
Holy War,his Brother 7ohn and ſome others 
of the Peers deprived William Long 
his Command, for ſeveral Out-rages by tim 
-committed,eſpecially upon feffery Archbi- 
ſhop of York, the Kings Brother, The King 
at his approach toferuſalem took three thou- 
{ſand Camels, and four thouſand Horſes and 
Males of the Salladines coming from Bady- 
lon, and all the Carriages with their Rich 
Spoil: 
But the Duke of Burgandy and his Regi- 


ment forſaking King R:chard, he was forc't. 


to make aPcace withSaladine for three years, 
and ſo returned very Penfive that he had 
neither conquered Fersſalem nor Saladine. 
And intending to have gone through Ger- 
many, was taken in Diſguiſe in Vienna, the 
Duke ſeizing him for his Priſoner : Fhe 
News of the Kings Impriſonment comin 
to England, his Mother with other of his fal 
Friends, Swore the Realm to be true to the 
King : and made all the Strong Holds ſure 
for him, , Bur the SubjeRas of Normanay, 
in his Captivity, were ſet upon by the 
French, 

After- 
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Afﬀer this the King regaining his Leberty, 
zying to the Emperor 100000 Marks ſter- 
ing, and half ſo much to the Duke for his 


Ranſom : The Emperour afterwards to gra- 
tifie the King, made him King of Provence. 


' Philip of France having notice of the Kings 


Releaſement, ſent word to Earl 7obn the 
Kings Brother (who had endevoured to gain 
che Crown in his Brothers Captivity)that the 
Devil was let looſe again. Aker his Releaſe- 
ment he came for Eng/and and was joyfully 
received by Hubert Arch-biſhop of Canter- 
bary, and ſhortly after Earl Fobn was adjud- 
ged by his Peers to looſe all his Eſtate, but 
was afterwards forgiven by the King who 
now cauſed himſelf robe Crowned again at 
Wincheſter ; and had a new Great Seal made; 
by which Device he got great ſums of Mo- 
ney out of his Subje&s, cauſing them to have 
all their Evidences new Sealed : after this 
being at Dinner at Weſtminſter, and, _— 
of the Seige of Nerwille, he ſwore he woul 
not turn his Face till he had got thither with 
his Army : and ſo cauſed the Wall to be cut 
down where he was, that he might paſs 
through, which Breach was to be perceived 
two hundred years after. Having obtained 
a great Victory over the French at Gyſors ; 
Nor we, faith he, but DIEV ET MON 
DROIT, that is, God and oxr Right hath 
obtained this Viſtory : From this time forth 
the Kings of Exg/and made it their _ 
Atter 
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Afterwards, by the interceeding of Pope [u- 
nocent the Third, a Peace was concluded be- 
tween England and France, And not 
long after this, the King lying a Garrifon a- 
gainſt the Caſtle of (ale, was there ſhot 
in the left Arm by an Arballaſter, ſtanding 
on the Wall, with a ſquare Arrow oilt of s 
o_ Bow, of which Wound he ſhortly after 

ied, 

He baniſhed all the Fews of Norwich, St, 
Edmund Bury, Lynceln, Stanford, Lyn and 
York, at which place above five headed of 
them, beſides Women and Children, entred 
& Tower of the Caſtle, and when the Cbriſti- 
45 came to beliege them, the 7s cut rhe 
Throats of their Wives and Children,and caſt 
them on the Beſiegers heads,and then burnt 
both the Houſe and themſelves, ſo deſpe- 
rately Wicked were they. ; 

This Richard the firſt, was King of Eng- 
land, and Duke of Normandy, Guyen and 
Aquitain : He was the third Son of King 
Hewry the ſecond, by Elianor his Queen,cl 
deſt Daughter and Heir to William Duke of 
Aquitain : His Reign began on Thwrſaay the

by bis Elder brother Zeffery, with whom fi 
ded Philip King of France, did mightily op- 
pr oy > »'s proceedings, but he was 
tb the Emperour.

In: the year 1204, Normandy fell from 
Enoland to the French, after it had been 
diÞranched from France about 319 years:the 
year following the Archbiſhop died, whoſe 
Wealth and Pofleſſions were Seized on by the 
King, in regard of his haughty carriage 
in his life time, and Zohn Gray, Biſhop of 
Norwich, was trantlated to Canterbury. 
The King now berhinks himſelt again of 
Revenge upon the French ; and with a great 
fk) ah at Rochel, and preſently won 
the Caſtle Mount — was reputed | 
invincible; after this the City Angiers was 
alſo ſubjected by him, And at length the 
two 
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two Kings met, but, by the interceeding of 
Forein Prelates, a two years Peace was con-. 
cluded. 

About this time the King ſent orie Alex2 
ander,a Divine of Oxford,to the Pope to de» 
fend his Authority againſt that of Reme , 
which he very well performed,and made out 
both by Scripture and Reaſon : and writing 
againſt the Pope's Authority, he was after- 
wards perſecuted and baniſhed by Langton 
Archbiſhop of Canterbary,and died in Exile: 
ſhortly after this the Emperor Ocho arived 
in England,and was Royally received by the 
King, who after ſome days of Banqueting 
returned again. As for the Pope he begins 
to play his Pranks, depriving Archbihop 
Gray, and ſetting up Stephen Langton in his 
place, writing to the King in his behalf : And 
this was the beginning of theKing's approach- 
ing miſeries, tor upon this account the King 
wrote to Pope Innocentixs the third, threat- 
ning him for intruding upon his Prerogative: 
the Pope returned him a thundering Anſwer, 
and preſently after ſent his Apoſtolical com- 
mand to the Prelates, London, Ely, and Wor- 
ceſter, to interdi& the Kingdom, if the Kin 
continued in his Obſtinacy. This Commit- 
fon was put in Execution, and the Church 
Doors ſhut up for ſeveral years: ſome Au- 
thors ſay ſix years, ſo that the People lived 
'more like /nfidels than Chriſtians, for which 
alront ſeveral of the Clergy were baniſhed

Meanwhile the 1ri/b being in Rebellion, 
the King haſted thither, at whoſe arrival 
more then twenty petty Kings came to him 
to D#blin, doing their Allegiance.

The Barons alſo proved ſeveral times 
difloyal to him, at laſt berrayed the 
Crown of England to Lewis of France,ſend- 
ing him their Letter of Allegiance, hereu 
on Lewis (againſt the Pope's Command )ſet 
forwards for Englaxd, with 600 Ships, and 
$0 Boats, and landed in the Hland of Than- 
et in Kent, to whom all the Treacherous 
Barons Fled : from thence he marched to 
London, and at St. Pax!'s Church he took 
the Oath of the Cirizens, and the Oath of 
the Barons at Weſtminſter. The King ſeeing 
theſe proceedings ſpoiled the Caſtles of the 
Barons, which cauſed them to Repent of 
their Diſlovalty, In ſo much that they re- 
turned to the King again who then lay fick 
at Newark and ſhortly after died. 

In this Kings Reign London Bridge was 
built of Stone, being but of Wood at firſt, 
and ſeveral Prodigies were ſeen, and alſo 
terrible Storms of Thunder and Lightning, 
with Hail Stones as big as Gooſe- Egs, which 
deſtroyed Men and Women, es Cattel 
and Corn Fields. 

In the 15 year of this King a Fire hap- 
ning in Zongon, near the /Bridge, People 
thronging to make ſome help, the Fire by 
the Violence of the Wind took hold on both 
ends of the Brigde,ſo that the People could

not paſs either backwards or forwards, and 
ſo Barges, Boats, &c,coming to their Afſſi-, 
ſtance, the People thronged ſo indiſcreetly 
into them, that the Boats ſunk, and above 
three thouſand perſons were drowned in the 
Thames.

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they ended, their Lives miſerably. And 
ſhorrly after one Conſtantine Fitz- Arnulf, 
raiſing « Tutnult in London, was taken and 
Hanged by Hubert de Burgoe's Order, and 
the common ſort had their Hands and Feet 
cut off, 

Now the Barrons being earneſt for Cone 
firmation of Liberties, and denied by W1lls- 
am Briwere, one of the Kings Council, the 
King to pleaſe all parties Anſwered ; All of 
ws have Sworn to thoſe Liberties and muſt 
keep them, And hereupon Writs were if- 
ſued outtoenquire upon Oath, what Liber- 
ties were currant in or from the time of Hen- 
ry his Grand-Father. Not long after this, 
the King ſent Embaſladors to the King of 
Fraxce, to demand Normandy and other his 
Tranſmaritim places, but they were denied 
him : Upon ſome Diſtaſt taken againſt one 
Falcaſins, the King Commanded all Stran- 
ersto depart the Realm : after this a Par- 

| ocdurk being called , the King confirmed 
wil MAGNA CH A RT A under hisSeal, 
before they would yeild to grant him a Sub- 
fidy, And now the King having gotten Mo« 
ney, ſent his Brother Robert and other No- 
bles into France, for the Regaining his Do- 
minionsrhere, who in ſpite of Fate got and 
held eAquitain : after this, more aid being 
ſent, they endeavoured the gaining of Nor- 

mandy alſo. 
The King having now gotten a Fiſteenth 
H 2 of 
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of all Degrees in his Realm, and wreſted 
5000 marks out of London beſides. Ar the 
next Parliament at Oxford, by the advice of 
Hubert de Burgo, he revoked the -Great 
Charter by Plea of Infra Etatem : hereupon 
the Barrons Rebelled, threatning to drive 
him out of his Kingdom : and the Welſh be- 
inz then in Rebellion too, the King was necel- 
ſitated to conclude a diſhonorable Peace, 
After this Ambaſladors came from Glaſ- 
coign, Poitt# , and Normandy , promiling 
their aſſiſtance, if the King would go in per- 
ſon with an Army thither : wherupon he pre- 
pared, and the concourſe of Nobles and 
others for the Voyage was ſo numerous, that 
there was not Shipping for halte the Compa- 
- ny : whereat the King was fo inraged, tha 
be called Hubert de Bargo Rank old Tray- 
tor, becauſe no more Ships were prepared, 
and ran at him with his Sword, and being 
for that year prevented of his Voyage, be 
took Shipping the next, but returned without 
his expectation, after he had ſpent all his 
Treaſure. 

Anno the 15th. of the King, upon Saint 
Pauls day ſuch an horrible Thunder lighted 
on the Cathredral of Saint Pauls Churchin 
London, when Roger Niger the Biſhop ws 
at Maſs there, that the Church thereby 
was fo ſhaken as if it would” have fallen, and 
afrer that came ſuch a flaſh of Lightning, that 
all the people thought they ſhould have bee 
burnt; 
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barnt ; and fo all the people (fave the Bi- 
hop and one Deacon)run out of the Church; 
and being aſtoniſhed fell on the ground, void 
of nice, 

The next year after , the Monks of Can- 
terbary and the King choſe _-_ Nevil for 
Arch-Biſhop there, and after him a ſecond, 
third, and fourth ; who were all refuſed by 
the Pope, he's not ſatisfied till one Edmwnd of 
Abington was choſen. Upon the ſeventh of 
eAprill eAnno 1233. there appeared four 
Suns, as it were, beſides the natural Sun, of 
a red colour, and a great Circle of Chriftal 
colour ; and the morrow after St. Martins 
day, began Thunder very horrible, which 
laſted 15 days. The King now wanting mo= 
ney cauſed all Sheriffs, Baylifls, and other 
Officers to clear up their accompts in the 
Exchequer: he removed alſo Hubert de 
Burgo from his place of Chief Juſtice, 
through the Biſhop of Wincheſter's Suggeſti 
ons, and Articles being preferred agairitt the 
Chief Juſtice, the King's heart was ſo alie- 
nated from him, that Hubert fearing the 
Event fled to SanQuary in Merton in Sur- 
ry ; hereupon Sir Godfrey de (ranchcome , 
with 300 men were ſent to ſeek him, where 
finding him at Merton, they took him from 


the Sanctuary, and — him Priſoner to 


the Tower at London ; 1o that ar length he 


was forced to yield up all his Treaſure (being 
of an incredibl 


e value) intothe King's bands, 
H 3 but 
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but all would not do, for he was ſent to the 
Caſtle of Deviſes, there to remain as free | 
Priſoner, and four Knights appointed for his 
Keepers there. 

After this the King diſplacing Engliſh Of. 
ficer from about him, put in Poiftovine; 
and Brittons in their Rooms : and Summo- 
ning a Parliament to _—_ the Barrons re 
fuſed to come , becauſe of this diſtaſte of 
the Strange Officers, and being again ſum- 
moned to London, refuſed to be preſent,and 
ſent the King word , If he n—_ not driye 
the Strangers from Court, they would drive 
bath him and them from ic : and. upon this 
account, Earl Marſhal and Lord Baſſer,with 
other Nobles Rebelled, and took Hubert dt 
Burgo out of Pamgpos pw, him along with 
them into y/ales': and the Biſhops of Can» 
terbury, Cheſter and Rocheſter ,, were (ent 
into Wales to take up the buſineſs : but be- 
fore they got thither the Earl Marſhal wa 
gone into ſrelaxd, and there died ; and Lee 
line Prince in Wales would condeſcend to no 
thing, till the King {vould grant to him and 
choſe Nables with him their Pardon, whic 
accordingly was done, and Hubert de But- 
£0 received again into favour. 

Shortly after this, ſabe! the King's Siſter 
was married to the Emperor, there being 
the Marriage , three Kings, eleven Dukes, 
and thirty Marqueſles and Earles. Aw 
1235, the Jewsof Norwich ſtole a Boy 
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Circumciſed- him , and had an Intention 
to have crucified bim at Eafter ; for which 
Fa& they were Convicted, And the year 
after being the 2oth. of this King's reign, 
the Thames overflowed the Banks, 1ſo thar 
men did Row in Boats in the great Pa- 
lace at Weſtminſter , in the midſt of the 
Hall there, 

Now the King's Treaſures being exhan- 
ſted with the payment of his Siſters Por- 
tion, he calls a Parliament at Zondon , 
defiring a new ſupply of Money , but was 
denicd , unleſs he would confirm AA A G- 
NA CHART A again, and Rel 
wholly upon his natural Subjeas for Ad- 
vice and Council: all which he granted 
unto, After this, The Popes Legate cal» 
led a National Council, but was comman- 
ded by the King. to aGt nothing againſt his 
Crown or Dignity. 

Shortly atcer, the King and Queen be- 
ing gon to Woodſtock, a Traytor was ſent 
thicher by William, Son to feffery de Ma- 
riſco, our of [reland to Murther the King 
in his Bed, but being taken and preven- , 
ted of his purpoſe, he was pulled in pieces 
with Wild-Horſes. 

Afterwards , eAnno 1238 , the Pope's 
Legat going to Oxford , was encountred 
by the Students, and his Brother lain , 
himſelf hardly eſcaping, whereupon he 
interdifted the Univerſity, and made all 
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the. Biſhops (who interceeded in the Uni 
verſityes behalf) and the Students go uy. 
gowned'and barefooted, from Saint Paxt; 
Church to his Houſe, being about a M 
before he would revoke the Sentence 
again, s 
About this time Hubert de Burgo h 
ving gained the Honour and Title of Earl 
of Kent, is again accuſed, and four of hi 
Chifeſt Caſtles given to the King, and he 
deprived of his Title. 

After this , the King commanded 0Ot- 
, tobou the Popes Legate, to depart the 
Kingdom, and committing the Government 
of the Realm to the Biſhop of York, took 
Ship for Poifwe, carrying with him thir- 
ty Barrels of Sterling Money for that Ser- 
vice, but the King's fortune in this Jour- 
ney proyed very averſe to him. The No 
bles at the Kings return, all bis money be 
-ing gon, granted him a Subſidy of twenty 

ſhillings, upon every Knights Fee held i 
chief, for aid of the Marriage of his Daugh 
ter : and Anno 26th, of the King, the Jew 
were conſtrained to pay 20000 Marks, 
elſe to ſuffer perpetual impriſonment : 
about the year 1241 , Pope Jregor the 
ninth, writ to the King, deſiring to ſee Eng- 
land , but was denied. And ſhortly aftet 
the King commanded that none of his Sub- 
je&s ſhould dare tocontribute any Money to 


the Pope. 
| Aw 
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Anno 1245, was the firſt Council held ar 
Lovain, being the thirteenth General Coun« 
cil, Innocent the IV. being Pope, who was the 
only Patron of the three Orders of Domni- 
cans, Carmelites, ayd Anuguſtines, About 
this time the Thames ena the Banks 
about Lambeth, and drowned the Houſes 
and Fields the ſpace of (ix miles, and Men 
rode-on Horſeback in the great Hall at Weſt- 
minſter. Anno the 32 of the King was a 
great Plague in England, and the Town of 
Newcaſtle upon Tyne was burnt Bridge and 
all: and about two years after in Oftober 
the-Sea flowed twice without any Ebb,which 
made ſuch an horrible noiſe, that it was 
heard into England a great way ;z and in 4 
dark uight the Sea ſeemed to be on Fire and 
the Waves to fight one againſt another,which 
put the Mariners in great fear,and overthrew 
a great number of Hcuſes at Winchelſey. 

The King wanting more Money, called 
a Parliament to ſupply him, but was denied, 
whereupon he ſold his Jewels, Plate, and 
other precious Stuff, rertrenching the allow- 
ance alſo of his Houſe, and inviting him- 
felt ſometimes to one Nobleman's Table , 
and/{ometimes to another, And Alexan- 
dey King of Scotland coming to York ; there 
Marriel Margaret the Kings Daughter, to 
whoſe Marriage-Feaſt the Arch-Biſhop of 
York gave fix hundred fat Oxen, which were 
all ſpent at the farſt Service, 
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Not long-after this , Prince Edward the 
Kings eldeſt Son went into Spain and martl. 
ed the Kings Siſter, whereupon the Spaniſh 
King quitted all his claims to Gaſcoign to 
King Henry , who gave his Son Eawari 
upon his Marriage Gaſcoign,Wales, Briſtow, 
Stanford, and Grantham ; the year after the 
Prince wich his Wife and Royal Retinue lan- 
ded at Dover : And now alſo £dmnnd the 
KingsSon was honoured by the Pope with the 
empty Title of King of Sicily. Anno 1225; 
Seabald Archbiſhop of York, was proſecured 
by the Pope, for preaching and Writing a- 
gainſt his Holineſs's Pride, And this year, 
142 fews were brought to Weſtminſter and 
accuſed,whereupon 1 8 of them were hang'd 
for Crucifying a Child at Lincoln, and the 
reſt kept Priſoners. 

The Kings Coffers beginning now again to 
grow empty, he cauſed tharp Orders to be 
made againſt Sherifts, tor the paſſing their 
Accompts in the Exchequer. And about this 
time came the Germain Ambaſladors with an 
Embally to Richard Earl of Cornwall the 
King's Brother ; wherein they declared, 
Thac cheir Maſters, the Princes Ele&ors of 
the Roman Empire had made choice of him 
for King ; which he, after much Cunſultati- 
on, accepted. 

Not long after, the Barrons falling again 
into Rebellion, a Parliament was called at 
Oxford, hither they repaired and behaved 

| them- 
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themſelves very Inſolenly towards their S0- 
vereign : hereupon the King ſaled into 
France, and there compounded with the 
French King, that he ſhould hold the Duke- 
dom of Normandy, and Earldom of Anjou, 
Mayne, Touraign,and Poittne, for 300000). 
beſides a promiſe of others Land to the 
value of 2 00001. per 4n..An,4z of the King, 
a Fewat Tenkesbury fell into a Privy upon 
Saturday, and refuſed to be helped out, be- 
cauſe it was their Sabboth, whereupon the 
Earl ofG/oxuceſter kept him in allSunday too, 
and on Monday he was dead. About this time 
Dr. Strenham wrote that Sufficiency of the 
Holy Scriptures were only neceflary to Sal- 
vation, 

Now the King of France being Umpire 
betwcen Henry and his Barons, he gave 
Judgment for the King, and the Barrons de- 
nying toſtand to his Sentence, the King gave 
them Battel near Nottingham, where they 
received a great Overthrow, and Simon 
Monntforth Son to the Earl of Leiceſter (the 
chief Rebell) and many other Barors, 
Knights and Efquircs were taken. After this 
overthrow theBarons ſentLetters twice to the 
King deſiring to be reconciled, but could not 
be heard, which proyoked them to fight the 
King's Army again ; at which time the For- 
tune of the Day fell tothe Barrons, for they 
took the King and his Brother Richard King 
of the Romans, and ſome other great Peers; 
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the next day their two eldeſt Sons yielded 
themſelves P: iſoners. 

And now Earl Mowntforth Joyful of the 
Vigory, proceeded to the I I of 
the King of the Romans, his Son, and the 
Prirce, in Dover : but this budding happi- 
efs of the Earls was quickly cropped, for the 
Earlof Glouceſter and he differing about the 
parting of the prey, the Earlof Gloxceſter 
thereupon oppoſed the current of Leiceſter; 
Fortune, with whom joined the Prince (eſca- 
ped out of Priſon) and ſeveral other Nobles 
and at Everſham in Worceſterſhire they 6 
verthrewLeiceſters Army,and he being there 
flain had his Head cut ofl,and ſent toWorce- 
fter, and his Hands and Feet were chopt off, 
ard all thoſe of his party diſinherited : Loy 
don alſo is threatned to be burnt by the King 
for taking the Barons part. 

Shortly after this, Fohn de Warren Earl df 
Surrey killed Allan de Zouch, in Weſtminſter 
Hall upon ſome diſtaſte taken. 

Anno 1264, there were 700 fews ſlain 
in London, becauſe one of them would have 
forced a (riſtian Man to have paied more 
than two pence for the Uſury of 26 ſhilling 
the week : and the year 1269, the Thame: 
was ſo hard frozen, that Men and Catcel paſ: 
ſed over from Lambeth to Weſtminſter up- 
on the Ice. 

Abour this time jt was that PrinceEaward 
took his Voyage for the Holy-War : And 
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Roger-Bacon a famous Divine of Oxford 
was Impriſoned by the Pope for Preaching 
agaiaſt the Abſurdities in the Church of 
Rome, 

Anno 1271, the Steeple of Bow-Church 
in Cheap ſide feil down,and flew manyPeople , 
Men,andWomen:The year after was a great 
Riot in Norwich, through which the Mona« 
ſtery of theTrinity was burned ; whereupon 
the King rode down rhither, and after en- 
quiry made of the chief Actors, cauſed 5o of 
them to be Hanged, Drawn and Quartered, 
and their Quarters to be burnt, 

And now the King, perceiving his Death 
to approach, ſwore the Earl of Glowceſter 
to keep the Realm for Prince Edward his 
Son. 

This Henry IH. was King of £#gl/and,Lord 
of Ireland, and Duke of Gayain and Aqui- 
tain : He was eldeſt Son to King 7ohnby [ſa- 
bel his Queen, Daughter and Heir of Aime- 
ry Earl ot .4ngoliſme ; his Reign began on 
Wedneſday the 19 of Oftob, Anno 1216, and 
he reigned 56 years and 28 days, and was the 
2.8 fole Monarch of England : he died at the 
Abby of St. Edmmnnds in Suffolk, on Weadneſ- 
day the 16 of November, Anno 1272, being 
in the 57 year of his Reign: and 6 of his 
Aze : his body was buried at Weſtminſter,

Of King Edward the Firſt, commonly called 
Long-Shanks, 


K' NG Edward was gone for the Holy. 
Land when the Crown fell to him, El:a- 
nor his Queen being with him, who, at Acoy 
in their Voyage,was delivered of a Daughter, 
and at that place her Husband was Wounded 
by a TrayterousVillain in three places of his 
Arm,with a poyſoned knife;all whichWounds 
(after the Chyrurgions were wearied, the 
yon cured by Licking out of the Venom 
with her Tongue, yet ſhe thereby receiving 
no prejudice, The news of his Fathers 
Death coming to his Ear, he forthwith re- 
turned, and after his Arrival, himſelf and 
Queen were Crowned by Robert Ki/warby 
Archbiſhop of Canterbury : and after this 
the King called a Parliament atWeſtminſter, 
in which, as ſome affirm, the firſt Statutes 
were made : and Lxellin Prince of IVales re- 
fuſing to come to the Parliament, King E4- 
ward thereupon went into Wales,” and built 
the Caſtle of Flint, and Zaellin made his 
Submiſſion, and gave theKing 5000 pounds 
for Agreement, and 10000 marks per An- 
num for the Ifland of Afar. Yet after- 
wards he had ſeveral Bickerivgs with the 


Welſh, but at length reduced them to po 
c 
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fe ſubjeftion, and beheaded Zuekin their 
Prince, and his Brother David, and ſet up 
their Heads upon the Tower at London; he 
appointed Sherifis for Wales, and eſtabliſhed 
the Engliſh Laws amongſt them, 

Anno 1274, was the ſecond Council of Ly- 
ons, Gregory the X being Pope, which is ac- 
counted the fourteenth general Council, 

In the third of chis King's Reign, upon St, 
Nicholas day were very Terrible Thun- 
ders, Earth-quakes and Lightning, and a 
great Dragon and blazing Star, which put 
many People in great fear : and inthe year 
©288, the Summer was ſo hot, that many 
Perſons died with the extremity thereof, and 
yet Wheat that year was ſold for 2 ſhillings 
eight pence the Quarter, and all other Corn 
at very low prices : but the year following, 
Wheat was railied to 20 ſhillings the quarter, 
by reaſon of the great Rairs thar fell that 
year; which dearth of Corn continued about 
40 years, tothe end of King Edward the Se- 
cond's Reign,fairh my Author;ſo that in pro- 
ceſs of time a Buſhel of Wheat was at Ten 
ſhillings, 

This King, the nineteenth year of his 
Reign, baniſhed the ews out of England, 
makirg all their Goods Confiſcate, the num- 
ber of them that were Baniſhed is reckoned 
tobe 15000and g perſons. The King alſo 
inflited great Fines upon his Judges and 
other Officers for their Corruption;the ſum 
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impoſcd upon Eleven of them was 23600g 
Marks, 

About this time Dr. Scotxs (called. Dr: 
Swubtils by ſome) preached againſt the abuſe 
of the Keys,. and _ that Tranſubſtantiation 
could neither be proved by Scripture, nor 
ſound Reaſon. 

Not long after this, Alexander King of 
Scotland dying withour Itlue, great Contenti. 
ons aroſe between the Lords Brgſe and Ba- 
l;dl about the Crown, but King Edward, be- 
ing Umpire between them, gave Judgment 
for Lord Baliol, who was Crowned King,and 
did Homage to Edward for his whole King. 
dom. 

Afﬀeer -this the Scorch King ſeeking to 
ſhake off his Homage again, he and his 
Kingdom were all conquered by King £4- 
ward, and all the Scorch Nobles {wore to be 
true to Edward ever atter, acknowledging 
him for their King. 

Baliol, late .King was ſent Priſoner to 
London to the Tower, and fohn de Warres 
Earl of Surryand Suſſex was left Vice-Roy 
in Scotland : and at this time the King 
brought the Chair out of Scotland, which is 
now in Weſtminſter Abby , in which our 
Kings are Crowned, and with it was allo 
brought the Crown, Scepter and Cloth of 
Eſtare. 

The Scots not long after,falling into afreſh 
Rebellion, were again ſubdued by the King 
wit 
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with rhe laughter of 6 0000 of their men* 

Shortly Os this the King took to Wife 
the King of. France his Siſter, by which 
means there was a firm peace concluded be- 
tween England and France, Edward the 
Kings eldeſt Son was by his Father made 
Prince of Wales and Earl of Cheſter, again 
the Scots deſirous ſtill of Liberty, revolted a 
third time-under the Command of the Lord 


Bruſe, but were quickly reduced to their 
former Obedience : after this, getting Heart 


- again, they ſtood for the regaining of their 


Kingdom : and King Edward, marching to 
give, them Battel, died in his march : and 
commanded in his laſt Will that his Son 
ſhould carry his Bones with him till he had 


"marched through all Scotland : inc his lite- 


time he utterly renounced Pope Boniface's 
Supream Authority, and on his Death-bed 
charged his Son to continue the Baniſhment 
of Pearce of Gaveſtonzand to convey his heart 
to beburied in the Holy Land,” -Fhe year 
1299, the King's Palace at Weſtminſter, with 
the Buildings of the Monaſtery adjoining, to 
it were all burnt, 

This Edward the Firſt was King of Exg-

T his firſt entrance he recalled Pear 
Gaveſton Earl of Cornwal out of Ba- 
niſhment, although he were forbidden ith 
his Fathers laſt Will. Shortly after he mar- 
ried Iſabel Daughter tothe King of France, 
after this a Parliament being called, they 
ſadly complayned of Gaveſtons Inſolence; 
and fo far prevailed with the King, that be 
yielded to his Baniſhment, whereupon they 
granted to the King a Subſidy of the 20 part 
of their goods : but G aveſton, not long aſter 
was recalled again by the King, and ws 
married to the Earl of Gloxceſters Siſter,and 
received into greater favour than ever : the 
King not at all regarding his Father's Com- 
mand, nor his own Oath to his Nobles, This 
Gaveſton now grew ſo high and ſo laviſhing 
of the Kings Treaſure alienating him alſo 
from the Queens Bed, that ſhe complained

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After this a Tanners Son of Exeter cal- 
led himſelfthe Son of Edward the firſt, and 
would needs prove the King a Changling,but 
his claim was quickly ſtrangled with a halter 
at Northampton. 

"The Queen being delivered of: Prince 
E award, the Parliament ſhortly after gran- 
ted the King a Fifteenth; and the King 
going againſt Scotland, the Earls of Lak- 
caſter, Surry, Varwick,, and Arnnaet, re- 
fuſed ro attend: him : at this time he recei- 
ved a great overthrow from the Scots, he 
and Lord Spencer being borh forced ro fly, 
and ſeveral Lords with ſeyea hundred 
Knights and Eſquires were ſlain. 

Anno 1318, The Famine in England was 
fo Raging, that Horſes, Dogs and Children 
were ſtoln for Food : and the Thieves, that 
were in Priſon, did pluck in pieces thoſe that 
were newly brought in amongſt them,greedi- 
ly devouring them halfalive:by reaſon of this 
Famine the Mortality was ſo great amongſt 
the People, that the quick could hardly bury 
the dead. And not long after a great Mur- 
rain of Kine. happened,ſo that the Dogs and 
Ravens-eating thereof were poyſoned, and 
did {well to death, ſo that no man durſt cat 
any Beef. 

And the next year after this\, the King 
calling a Council at Clarendon.the Lords re- 
fuſed toappear, but they were made Friends 
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again, by the Mediation of certain Cents 
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The Scots, not ſatisfied with the Honour of - 


their laſt Viftory,their King ſailed into [re- 
land, andithere cauſed himſelf to be Crown- 
ed King: but the Eng/iſb there, under the 
Condudt of the Arch-Biſhop of 4rmagh and 
the Lord Binningham, encountr'd the new 
King, who there loſt his new Honour with 
his Life to boot : and, not long after , a 
Truce for two years was adebel between 
England and Scotland, 

About this time Hugh Spencer, upon the 
Commendation of the Lords, was made: 
Lord-Chamberlain, and | his Father Earl of 
Wincheſter : Dr. Barrenthorp of Oxford 
taught againſt the Pope, and inveighed a- 
gainſt the Deceits and Impoſtures of Anti- 
Chriſt ; after a while the two new Lords 
Spencers, Father and Son, grew ſo inſolent,,. 

at they far exceeded Gaveſton, alienating 
the Barrons Hearts from the King, which 
cauſed them to take up Arms againſt him : 
but not long after the Earl of Lancaſter, and 
other 90 Nobles at Borrowbrigs were taken 
Priſoners,and at Pentefratt the Earl of Lan- 
caſter was Beheaded, and other five Barons 
hanged, and the next day at York, the Lords 
Clifford, Mowbray, and Degwil, were hang- 
ed in Iron Chains: The King now made a 
ſecond Expedition againſt Scotland , but was 
ſo hard put to it, that he was forced toeſcape 
by night; leaving his Treaſure and rich Eur-. 
ruture for Pillage : and the young Lord 
Mor- 
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Mortimer, eſcaping out of the Tower, fled 
into France : and not long after the Queen 
again ſent her complaint ro her Father of 
her ill uſage. 142 
There being now ſome Troubles in Gaf- 
ciin, the King ſent his Queen into France, 
to Negotiate his Aﬀairs, who drew all toan 
agreement upon condition that her Husband 
ſhould give Prince Edward, his and her Son, 
the Dutchy of Aquitain, and Earldom of 
Pontine, tor which places the young Prince 
did Homage to hisUncle the King of France: 
after this, the King ſending for his Son and 
Queen home, who refuſing, were thereupon 
proclaimed- Enemies to the Crown : the 
Queen hereupon, without conſent either of 
King-or Peers, Married the Prince to Phil- 
lippa the Barl of  Hanalt's Daughter ; by 
the advantage of which Alliance, ſhe raiſed 
an Army in Hanalt and Germany, conſiſting 
of 2700 Souldiers, and many Foreign and 
Engliſh Nobles ; and Sailing for England, 
landed at Orwel in Sxffolk : the King bavin 
notice hereof, fled into the Weſt to raiſe For- 
ces; promiſing a thouſand pounds to thoſe 
who would bring him Lord ortimer's head, 
but the Queen, not fleeping in her deſign, 
purſued her Husband from place to place 
and at length ſhe got Hugh Spencer 
the Father, whom ſhe cauſed to be cut-up 
alive and quartered ; . aud the King lying 
now hid, in the Abby of Neath in Wales, 
was 
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was there ſurprized by his Coſen, the Earlof 
Lancaſter, and Imprifoned in the Caſtle of 
Kenelwoth : young Lord Spencer , - and 
the Lords Baldock and Reading being alſo 
taken at that time,were carried ro Hereford, 
where Spencer was hanged go foot high, and 
then beheaded and quartered,and the Queen 
gave the bringer of his Head to her 1000 
pound, 

Upon this a Parliament was called, ſeves 
ral Peers, 'to-wit, 3 Biſhops, 3 Earls, 2 Bar- 
rors, 2 Abbots, and 2 Juſtices, were ſent in 


the name of the Parliament , tothe King at 


Kenelworth to command his reſignation of 
the Crown to his Son Prince Eaward,at which 
meſſage, the King fell into a ſwown amongſt 
the Peers at Kenelworth , and afterwards 
(coming to himſelf, ſeeing no other way) 
reſign'd his Diadem: Wereupon Sir Williams 
Truſſel, one of the Meſſengers, in the name 
of the whole Realm, renounced Homage to 
the King, in theſe words ; 


7 William Truſſel, in the name of all 
men of the Land of England, and of all 
the Parliament Procarator, do reſign to 
thee Edward, the Homage that was made 
to thee ſometimes, and from this time for- 
ward now following, I defie thee, and de- 
prive thee of all Royal Power , and T hall 
never be ttndant to thee, as for King,after 

this time. 


Not 
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Not long after this, the King was takeni 


from Kenelworth, and delivered by Inden- 


ture to the cuſtody of Thomas Gowrny and- 


Sir Fohn Mattravers , who ſhortly after 
Murthered him, by thruſting an hot ſpit up 
hisFundament into'his Bowels, at Barclay 
Caſtle, for which fa& chey were forced to fly 
the Country, 

This Edward the ſecond, was King of 
England, Lord of Ireland, Duke of Aqui- 
tain, &c, He was the fourth Son of Eq- 
ward the I. by Ellkanor his Queen, Siſter to 
Alphonſ#s King of (aftle : His Reign be- 
gan on Friday the zth of 7uly, Anno Dom. 
1307 : He reigned 19 years, 6 Months, and 
18 days, and was the 3o ſole Monarch of 
England; he was murthered , as is before 
declared, Anno 1327 , being the 2oth. year 
of his _ » and 41 of his Age, his body 
was buried at Gloxceſter.

Of King Edward the Third, commonly called 
Edward of Wind(or, 


A Bout the beginning of this Kings Reign, 
one Nicolas Lyrian, a Divine of O-x- 
ford, wrote a Book, de Vifione Dei ,againit 
the Pope : now, by Advice of the Lord Aor- 
71mer, the King acquitted the Scors of all his 
claim 
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claim and Superiority to their Kingdom:and 
ſhortly after this, the King of France dying 
without Iſſue,King Edward laid claim to the 
Crown:now the Queen-Mother being repor- 
ted tobe wich Child by the Lord Adortimer 
(who was too familiar with her)he was there- 
upon taken at\ortingham,and ſent Friſoner 
to London, where he was hanged at Tyburn, 
remaining on the Gallows the ſpace of two 
days, for an Ignominious SpeQtacle: and pre- 
ſently after the King abridged his:-Mother of 
her too large Dowry, bringing her to one 
thouſand pounds per Annum. 

Anno 1339. a Sudden Inundation of 
water at New-Caſtle upon Tine, did bear 
down part of the Town-wall,wicre 120-Men 
and Woman were drowned. 

And, the year after, near Chippingnorton 
in O-xford-ſhire, was found a Serpent having 
two Heads and two Faces like Women, one 
face attired after the newFaſhion of Women's 
Attire,and the otherFace like the old Attire, 


and Wings like a Batt: and Fiends and De- 


vils, and ſtrange Apparitions were ſeen by 
Men, and fpake unco them asthey travelled, 
About this time Dr. Ockham of Oxford 
wrote againſt the Popes, 7ohn and (lement, 
affirming them to have no power oyer Civil 
ſtrates, | 

This King affiſted Balzol*againſt David 
Bruſe King of Scotland, who was forced to - 
ly into France; and Balio! procured the 
I Crown 
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Crown, and was made King , and did Hos 
mage to King Fadward , as his Father had 
done to King Edward the Firſt, The Kir 
went four times into Scotland to the relief « 
King Baliol, for which he was liberally grad 
tified, and at'length had the Intereſt of the 
whole Kingdom of Scorland granted to him 
by King Balol ; be reſerving only a yearly 
Penſion to himſelf. | 

About the year 1 340.the Iſls of Man was 
conquered by William Montacute Earl of 
Salisbury, who thereupon was honoured with 
the Title of King of Man. Not long aftet 
this the King created his eldeſt Son Edward 
(ſurnamed the Black Prince )Earl of Cheſtn 
ard Duke of Cornwall: and being now whol- 
ly intent upon his French War,the Scors dai 
ly revolted from King Baliol, - and David 
the baniſhed King and Ji Queen returneds 
gain into Scotland. 

And now the King undertaking his Vop 
age fer France, took npon him the Title a 
King of France, cauſing the Flower de Lath 
of France to be quartered with the Lioys 
England : and at this time burnt and ſpoil 
the North parts of France, as far Turwi, 
and fo returned for England, and confi 
med MAGN A (HART A, having rect 
ved liberal Aides from his Subjects for the 
maintenance of the French War : Now the 
French, hearing of the King's Second Pri- 
paration, had a Fleet of 400 Ships nal

. fland and France were preparing for a ſet 
battel, but by Mediation of Lady Zane (Mo- 
ther in Lay to King Edward, and Siſter to 
the King of France) a Truce was concluded 
for a ſhort time: and being afterwards drawn 
out for fight again, a new Truce, by the In- 
terceſſion of two Cardinals was concluded 
for the {pace of three years. And the King 
returning into England, ſhortly after made ic 
High Treaſon for any Strangers to enter up- 
on any place ſpiritual in England by t 
Pope's Authority. :

' After this Henry Earl of Lancaſter was 
Created the Firſt Duke thereof, by King 
Eaward;the Prince of Wales takes ſhip again 
for France, there to defend his Right to the 
Duchy of eAquitain, and after the gaining 
MY Store of Towns and Priſoners, he returned 
uy vich the ſpoil to Burdeawx : But Foby the 
FJ French King, promiſing himſelf better for- 
"Wy tune than his Father, made bold to enconn- 
NY ter Prince Edward, who (though the French 
were 3 to one) by his great valour obtained 
a great Victory, killing 52 Lords, and 1700 
Knights and Eſquires, belides 6000 com- 
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mon Soldiers;and taking the King of France, 
and Philip his Son, one Arch-Biſhop, 16 
Earls, and about 200 Knights,Efquires and 
Gentlemen Priſoners: after this the Prince 
having well refreſhed himſelf and Soldiers , 
hoiſted Sail for England, where he was Joy.

And now David the Scotch King, after

French invaded England, and burnt the 
Tawn of Rye, and the Scots the Town of 
Rocksbrou , And after this the French 
rook the 1ile of Yight, and forced the Inha- 
bicants to pay them a hundred marks : not 
long after they burnt the Town of Haſtings, 
All cheſe Advantages being taken by reaſon 
of the King's tender years; upon the Occa-

took ſuchRevenge as that time would permit, 
and ſo returned with ſuch ſpoil as he had 
got, Glendowr being gotten into the inexpug- 
nable Snowden: hills. 

Bat the King's Danger wasnot leſs at home 
than abroad,for in his Bed there was hidden 
a Calthrope,or Engine with three very ſharp 
Teeth or Spikes, all of them being ſer up- 
ward for his Deſtru&ion, but he diſcovered 
it- before he lay down, but the Traytor was 
never found our. 

Now Glendoxr ſtill proceeding in Outra- 
2k Edmund Lord Mortimer went againft 

im, but with the lofs of abour a thouſand 
of his Men in the Attempt, and his own Li- 
berty to Boot, being taken Priſoner : and 
afterwards, eicher for love or fear, did mar- 
ry Glendoxr's Daughter, and was privy and 
conſenting to Piercy's Rebellion, which fol- 
lowed afterwards. 

About this time were ſeveral Libels dif- 
ried up and down in Defamation of the 
ing, but the Authors being taken, ſuffer'd 
Death, among whom were ſeveral Grey-Fry- 
ers : after the Execution of theſe offenders, 
the King again entred Wales, but the cruel 
Storms there at that time forced his return, 
And the Earl of Northamberland,the Kings 
Lieutenant of the North, and Piercy *Hot- 
Sper the Earls Son had better ſucceſs againſt 
the Scors , who entring England retgangs

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by weeping Croſs, being overthrown in two 
Bartels by the Earl and his Son, and feyeral 
taken Priſoners. 
After this, the King took to Wife Lady 
ane of Navar, Widdow of Fohn de Mownt- 
forthDuke of Britain, and ſhortly after ſe- 
veral Prodigies appeared Prognoſticating the 
Piercys Rebellion, which followed not long 
after ; the firſt of them that diſcovered him- 
ſelf in open Arms was Lord Piercy Hot- 
Spxr, who made head about Cheſter, to 
whom repaired the Earl of Worceſter, their 


' Intentions being to enter the Town of 


Shrewsbary, The King ſent for them, pro- 
mifing under his hand their ſafe-condud 
bur they refuſed to go, which cauſed the 
King with -the Prince and other Nobles to 
march towards them: as ſoon as Piercy Hot- 
Spur diſcovered the Royal Standard, he 
drew out his Army, confiſting of about 
14900, to try the Fortune of War, which at 
that time proved very averſe to him, for he 
and the Earls of Worceſter, Dowglas , Sir 
Richard Vernon Baron of Kinlaton, and fe» 
veral others, with 200 Efquires and Gen- 
tlemen of Cheſhire that day or the next, loſt 
their Lives; _ an incredible number of 
common Soldiers: and on the Ki ar 

were lain the Earl of Staford, and "4 
new ſy all made that morning, and 
many Efquires and Gentlemen, and about 
Foo common Soldiers: the Battel ended;the 

\ 
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King marched to York, whither he con- 
manded . the Earl of Northumberland to 
come, who obeyed his Command and had 
pardon of Life but was abridged in Eſtate. 

Whiles things were thus ſetcling in the 
North,newscame that Wales was ſtill in Re. 


bellion : Upon which the Clergy, at the mo- 


tion of their Metropolitan, granted the 
King a Subſidy for Maintenance of his Ar- 
my : andWilam de Wilford, alſo being in 
the King's Service on the narrow- Seas , 
brought ſome aſſiſtance to his Indigencies,by 
taking 40 Prizes laden with Iron, Oyl, Sope 
and Kochel Wines, to the number of one 
thouſand Tans. . 


And not oa after a Parliament being, 


called, another Subſidy was granted,and the 
Earl of Northumberland again reſtored to 
his Poſſeſſions : preſently after this, came a 
Troop of Weſtern men, who brought to the 
King three forein Lords and 20 Knights of 
note ,. Priſoners from Dartmonth , where 
they alſo flew the Lord of Caftile and ſeve- 
ral of his men, which Lord formerly had 
burnt Plimonth, and thinking to have done 
ſo here, was by theſe Plebeans put by his 
purpoſe; for which good Service the'King 
gave them Store of Gold. 

And now-the King calling Three Parlia- 
ments,one after another,for Many,could get 
none : the chief Oppoſer was Thomas HMow- 
bray Earl Marſhal,who drew Richard —_ 
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Archbiſhop of Tork into aConſpiracy again i 
the Kng, but the Earl of /citmerland, - a 
tending to fide with them, enſnared them 
both in his Gin, and preſented them to the 
King, who-cauſed bdth their Heads to be 
ſtruck off; although Weftmerliand had pro- 
miſed them their Lives. This done the King 

again to purſue the Earl of Northum.. 
berland and Lord Baraolf ( who were ſup. 
poſed privy to Earl Marſhals Conſpiracy ) 
with an Army of 37000 Men, wher 
fled into Scotland : the King ſeeing tis 
took Barwick, by battering down a Tower in 
the Wall, with a great Gun, the firſt that was 
uſed in England, and took eAltwick and all 
other Caſtles belonging to the Earl of Nor. 
thumberland. ; wy hence marching to 
Wales, he expeRed the like good Fortune 
ther,but a ſudden torrent of waters in Wales 
came fo faſt downupon his Army, that he 
was forced to return, go Waynes laden with 
Treaſures, and other Carriages being de- 
{troyed by the 9+. 0s 
frer this, another Parliament being cal- 
led, they granted a Sublidy,being rather wea- 
ried with the King's Impoctunity than our 
of any good Will to him, 4nno 1407. being 
the next year after, there was ſo great a 
Plague in England,that in ſhort ſpace ir de- 
{troyed 30000 in London, and multitudes 
elſewhere in the Realm : and the year after 
was a great Froſt that held 1 5 Weeks, 


' All this while 'Glendowr continuing his 

Rebellion in Wales. The Earl of - Northum. 
berland and Lord Bardolf leaving Walz 
(into which they had eſcaped)and coming to 
raiſe Forces in the NSrth, were met, and 
encountred by Sir Thomas Rookby the Shes 
riff of Tork-fhire, who flew the Earl, and 
or the Lord Bardo!f a wound of which he 


 Aﬀeer this, the Duke of Birgwndy ſend- 
ing to the King for Aid againſt che Duke of 
Orleaxce had his Requeſt anſwered: and pre 
ſently after Orleance ſending for Aid againſt 
Bsrgundy , and promifing greater matters 
than the other, it was granted to him alſo, 
tothe great wonder of many : about thistime 
the Lord Hail, Marſhal of France, laying 
a Siege to a certain ſtrong place in Gaſcoigh, 
with other Lords, and about 4000 Men of 
Arms; were driven from thence by Sir Jn 
Blunt with 300 Soldiers, and 12 of the 
Principalleſt, and about 120 GentJemen 
were then taken Priſoners ; but the Ki 
lived not to ſee the Fortune and Carriage 0 
theſe Wars. In this King's Reign (through 
Arch-Bifſhop Ar«ndels Frocurementwwikk 
am Saw-tree, William Swinderby, and Willis 
am Thorp ſaffered Martyrdom for their 
Faith, being all worthy Divines,

Of King Henry the Fifth, comonly called 
Sow. Henry of Monmouth, 


HF was Crowned at Weſtminſter by Tho- 
: mai Arundel Arch-Biſhop of Can- 
zerbury : and at his firſt entrance, diſmiſſed 
all his youthful Companions, and made 
choice of graye men for his Councellors. He 
was wontevery day after diner, for the ſpace 
of an hour, to regeive Petitions of the opreſ- 
ed, who with great equity he relieyed ; he 
was ſo zealous towards the Clergy ( hating 
Lollards or Wiekliffians) that he cauſed Sir 
7ohn Caſtle, (who was the cheif that held 
that opinion then.) ro be Impriſoned ; but 
he afterwards eſcaping \for Wales, 37 of his 
FaCtion ( as it was then thought to be) being 


- taken, where all condemned, and feven of 


them 


Sawtree, William 7ames,Thomas Brig 
William Haulam, Ralph Greenhurſt, 
Zobn Schut were burnt and ſtrangled in St, 
Gyles's Fields : after this the King reftored 
the Son of LordPiercy Hot-Spar ta his Blood 
andGrand-father's Honor ofEarl of Nortum- 
berland : and preſently after ſent Embaſla- 
dors to France, to demand the Dutchies of 
Normandy » Aquitain, Guyen and An- 
jon, but in derifion to his Demands; the 
Dauphin of France ſent him a Tun of Ten 
nice Balls, as Bullets moſt fit for his tender 
hands. The King diſguſted hereat and 
preparing for Warrs, the French made the 
Scots, their Friends, to invade Englands 
marches, which accordingly they did in ſuch 
a violent manner, that the King ſcarce knew 
which Kingdom to begin with fitſt, but at 
length it was concluded for France : the 
Clergy giving a Tenth, and the Temporal 
Lords their Aid of 346 Men at Arms, and 
552 Archers, and about ſome xo Ships 
and to keep back the Scots, Sir Robert Vm- 
freivil was ſent againſt them, whoin a Skir- 
miſh took 360 of chem Priſoners, and great 
ſpoil. þ 

f The news of the proceedings here in E£ng- 
land flying into France, Charles the French 
King ſent his Embaſſadours to England with 
ofler of mony,and ſome Territoies of France 
(but none of the beſt) and the Princeſs Ca- 
therine 
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therine in Martiage to King Henry ; but 
theſe proflers Dank no Cs By An 
telope, the Purſevantat Arms, was ſent to 
the French King with Letters of Defiance. 
Hereupon Charles ſent a million of Gold 
out of Franceto the Lords Scroop, Gray and 
Cambridge (all three in eſpecial favour with 
King Henry ) to betray or murther him, be- 
fore he arrjved in Normandy ; which they 
(O theprevalency of Gold) intended to have 
put in execution, but being diſcovered the 
Night before the King intended-to have put 
to Sea, they were all three beheaded, F 
And ſo the King embarked for France, 
and landed near Harflew, commanding his 
Army not to do any violence to Churches, 
Church-men, Women or Children , and ſo 
advanced towards the Town,and betieged ir, 
which ſhortly after was yielded to him, and 
he turned out the French, and Peopled the 
Town with £ngl:ſb Artizans ; from hence he 
marched with 2000 Horſe and 13000 Foot, 
through the Countries of Caux and Ewe to- 
wards Callis : but finding ſo many Obſtacles 
in his. way ( the French having plaſhed 
Woods, pulled down Briges, and carried all 
Victuals out of the Country where he inten- 
to paſs) and his Soldiers growing fick and 
faint for want of Victuals, he therefcre 
reſolved to march back to {all:s. 
The French, upon this Advantage think - 
ing to ſurprize the King near 4zn Court, 
K pitched 
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Armes, Princes, ' Noble=nien arid” Knight, 


King Henry confiderivig the faintneſs of hi 


Soldiers throtigh wanrot ViRtuals, (and that 
the French'were ix to one )' deſired a Peace, 
but ' was denied: the French making them- 
ſelves ſo ſure of the Vifory, as that they hal 
diſpoſed of Court-places, and other prefer. 
ments in England among themſelves, cad 
knowing his place; bur this day proved mote 
fatal ro them than"rhey expeCted, for Ki 
Henry ſeeing no way bur one,encouraged his 
Men and entrcd Battel, obtaining a moſt 
glorious Viftory, with the loſs of Edward 
Duke of Tork, the Earl of Worceſter, and 
ſme few others : but of the French fell that 
day 4000 Princes, Nobles, Knights and Ef. 
ery 10000 common Soldiers; at 
3 many Priſoners taken that they far excet- 
ded the Conquerouts, wherefore the King 
Commanded to kill them all, leaſt hq 
ſhould riſe up againſt them, From thence the 
King marched to Ca'lis,ard fo rook Ship 
for England, landing at Dover, where he 
was received with great Triumph, and athi 
entrance i:to London, was prefented with 
1000 pounds *in Gold, two Gold Baſons 
worth 500 pounds. 
Not long after, Sigiſm5nd the Emre- 
rour arrived in England, defiring a Peace 
between Englaid and Fravce, | which 


would 
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would-'not be granted!» /wherefore :con- 
cluding a Peace between himſelf and: Eng- 
land (and receiving the honourable Order 
of Knight-hood of the Garter from King 
Henry Y 'he- returned; And the - King of 
' France having a Navy wafting'on the Seas 
with many Bravadoes ; the Engliſh Biect un- 
der the Command of Fobn Duke Bedford, 
battered, ſunk and took the molt . of. them, 
-and ſent the three great Carracks of Genoa 
to England. | 
-. But Ba#ygwnay ſiding with France againſt 
' Enfland, the King thereupon called-a Par- 
liament,and aSublidy and tenth wasgranted 
him for the maintenance of the Wars againſt 
France : but all not being; ſufficieat for de. 
fraying fo vaſt a-charge, he was forced ro 
Uhr Crown, and ſell hisJewells for rai- 
' more'moneys. And being now well pre- 
pared, he made his Brother fohn Duke of 
* Bedford Prote&or of England, and ſo made 
his ſecond Expedition for Fraxce,and arrived 
in Normandy, and by his arrival ftrook ſuch 
-terrour- into the. Inhabitants that 25000 
Families fled 'ont of :the Country upon his 
Arrival. His rſt Attempt was wb i 0u- 
gueſt ( the ſtrongeſt Caſtle in Normanay ) 
which/ he preſently rook, and beſtowed it on 
his Brother Thomas Duke of Clarence; and 
-preſently after the Caſtle of Ambelliers and

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- Har ſhall, arid preſently aftes Cane was ally 
againſt Barwick and Rocksvorouge, were al 
Acared away with feat, when, they beard that

Preſently. after a Parliament was calle 
by the ProteQor's Authority, for raiſing 
Money for the Wars: in which, Parliament 
Sir Zohn Old-(aſtle, Lord (obham (who hell 
the opinion of Dr, Wickliff )was condemned 
and in St 'Gules's Fiehds,' being burnt 
alſo whileft he was hanging. 

The King at this time lay againſt the 
Town and Caſtle of Fallis, which afters 
while was ſurrendred upon certain Cond 
tions: and after this he divided his Army 
to ſeveral parts, under the Command. « 
Himſelf and Nobles, who wan ſeveral C+ 
ſtles here and there ; he with his party laid 
Siege to Rear, which after fix months Si 
was forced to Surrender, there being fam 
ſhed in the Town during the: Seige 5000s, 
and 12000 Starvelings turned out of the 
Town who died in Ditches.

Mayor of Sandwich and the Kentiſh men 
five of his Cheit Captains, and 164 others 
were taken, nd ſhortly after executed : 
whereupon he fled back into Fanders, and 
from thence fled into /reland, but expeR- 
ing litcle -help from ſo poor a Natiun, 
at laſt he berook himſelf into Scotland, 
and the King of Scors being taken with 
his Courtly carriage, believed his Reports 
and Married him to (atharine Gonrden 
the Earl of Hantly's Daughter, and then 
in Perſon, wich a great number of Scots 
fame with him againſt the Marches of 
England, doing great harm, and Proclam- 
ing. much favor and immunity to ſuch as 
would joyn with Perkin, anda 1000 pounds 
to ſuch as ,could take King Henry : but 
all this working no Impreiton- upon the 
Peoples minds : the Scor:iſh King there- 
upon returned into Scotland, eſteeming the 
leſs of his new Cozen, becauſe none would 
riſe in his behalf. 

For the carrying on. of this War againſt 
Scotland a Subſidy of 120 thouſand pound

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ſome Corviſh Rebells, who withſtood the 
Colle&ors of the Subſidy, under the com- 
mand of one Thomas Flimmock a Lawyer, 
and Michael! Fof ph a Black-Smirh'; theſe 
marching for Kent, Were there join'd by the 
Lord e-ſnudly, who together with the other 
two Leaders, were routed and taken at 
Black-Heath, three hundred being ſlain, 
and 1500 taken Priſoners: and After- 
wards the Lord eAwdly was beheaded, and 
the other two hanged and quarte:el at 
Tybarn for their Rebellion. 

During theſe Stirs the King fent the 
Lord Howard, Earl of Szrry to detend the 
part in the North againſt the Scots, who 
were then doing great Damage in the Bor- 
ders, but before he got thither the Scors 


. withdrew; yet notwithſtanding he march- 


ed into Scotland, and after ſome Booty ta+ 


. ken, returned. 


* But before any farther hoſtility was com- 
mitted on either fide Hialus the Spaniſh 
Embaſlador coming into Scotland, concluded 
a Peace between the two Kings. 

And about this time, eAnno 1497, fell

attempting to eſcape from hisGuard,he was 
purſued and retaken, and ſet in the Stocks 
upon a Scaflold a whole day, before We. 
minſ(ter-Hall, and another day in Cheap- 
ſiae in London, and afterwards ſent Priſo- 
ner to the Tower, 

About this time one Ralph Wilford, a 
Shoo-makers Son of London was hanged 
for aſſuming unto himſelf the name of 
Eaward Earl of Warwick, who was then 
cloſe Priſoners in the Tower z and .not 
long after Perkin was hanged at Tyburn, 
and Edward Plantagmet the Earl of War- 
wick beheaded for ſceking to make their 
eſcape out of the Tower; this Earl 
was Son to George Duke of Clarence, 
who was Brother to King Edward the 
Fourth , and was the laſt Heir of the 
Plantagenets. 

Shorrly after this there happened ſuch a 
deyouring Plague, that the King and 
Queen left London, and fled to Calis in 
France : and after the Plague abated they 
returned again; about which time A.

And now the Earl of Suffolk being fled, 
and intending a Rebellion, certain of his

and ſo he was only impriſoned ; but in 
Henry the Eighth's time he loſt his Head, 

Now the King havirg diſſipated all his 
Eremies, he began to extort Money from 
his Subjets, two Lawyers Empſon and 
Dudly being the cheif Inſtruments herein, 
by cal:ing People in queſtion for the breach 
of old moth-caten Penal Statutes; but the 
King's Death ſhortly after enſuing : theſe 
beginning Oppreflions were thereby alfo 
brought toa Period, before they attained 
tothat maturity, which was feared by ſome, 
but wiſhed for by others, eſf$cially by 
Empſon and Dudly. 

During this King's Reign, there were a- 
bour ſome nine Perſons, Men and Women 
that ſuflered the Flames, for the Profcili- 
on of a good Faith ; beſides ſeveral others 
that did Pennance, with a F aggot on their 
Backs, and ſome were burnt in the Cheek 
with an hot Iron. 

This Henry the Seventh was King of 
England and France, and Lord of-[reland: 
he was Son to, Edmund Tewdor Earl of 
Richmond, by Margaret his Wife, Daugh- 

ter and Hear to Fbn Beauford Duke of 
SOM 
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Sawmerſet, Grand Child to Fohn of Gawne 
Duke of LancaFter : he began his Reign on 
Monday the 22 day of eAnugnſt, eAnno 
1485, and reigned 23 years and 8 moneths : 
e was the 39 Sole Monaich of England, 
dyed on Swnday the 22 day of April 
«Anno 1508, being in the 24 year of his 
Reign, and about the 52 of his Age; and 
was buried at Weſtminſter, in that famous 
{happel of his own founding. 


CHAP, XXIX.

His King Henry was Crowned at 

Weſtminſter by William Wuarhan 
Arch-Bifhop of Canterbury , and ſhortly 
after Empſon and Dudly were attainted 
by Parliament, for their Oppreſlions in 
Henry the Seventh's time, and were be- 
headed on Tower hill : and now the King, 
at the Inftigation ot Pope 7 «lis the hr 
ſent into France to dewand the Dutchy's 
of Normandy, Gnyen, eAnjon, and Mayne, 
and being denied them, he hereupon joyned 
Amity w.th Maximilian the Emperour, 
Ferdinand Kirg ct Spain, ard ſome othet 
Princes, and then ſailed for France where 
he took Torwin and Torrnay by Siege, and

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then, Winter approaching, he returned for 
England, firit making Thomas Wolſq 
Biſhop of Toxrna, and afterward of Lin 
coln , York,, Winchefter, Bath, Worceſter, 
Hereford. 

Now, during the Siege at Terwin, the 
Scots under the Command of. their Ki 
7ames the Fourth (Henry's Brother ale 
entered the Borders of England, pre- 
tending Truce broken (by the killing of 
Andrew Barton the Scotch Pirate) againk 
whom the Lord Howard Earl of Surr, 
Lord Lieutenant of the North went with at 
Army, to whom joyned his Son, the Lord 
Admiral, and theſe at Flodden Field fought 
the Scots, and gave them a great Over- 


throw, killing the King, three Biſhops, two 


Abbots, twelve Earls, and ſeventeen Lords 
and Knights: befides a great number of 
Gentlemen ,. and about So00 Soldiers, 
beſides almoſt as many taken Pri- 
ſoners. 

About this time a Peace was concluded 
on between the Engliſh and French, and 
Lews the King of France was to m 
Lady Afar) King Henyy's Siſter, whi 
ſhortly afrer he did, and within a quarter 
of a year after dyed ; ſhe was married

Upon the difſolucion of this Marriage the

Adjourning of the Court, as is befure ſhew- 
ed; fell into the Kings ny and ſe. 
veral Articies being exhibired againſt him 
in Parliament,as that he-uſed to write in his 
Letters, 7 azd my King, and had cauſed the 
Cardinals Cap tobe ſtamped on the Kings 
Eoyn, and ſeveral other grand Offences; 
hereupon he loſt all his Dignities ; and. his 
Houſe and Furniture were ſeiſed, and the 
Earl of Northumberland was ſent to bring 
him up to anfwwer his Charge, who took him 
at Cawood Caſtle, abour ſeven miles from 
York ; and as he was on his Journy to Lon- 


don, at Leiceſter Abby, ended his dayes, .

About this time Queen Ann was deliver'd

her Brother the Lord Rochford, and Norrs, 
Weſton, and Brierton, gentlemen of the 
Privy Chamber; together with one Marks, 
all loſt their Heads : and the next day at- 
ter Queen Ann's Death, the King marcied 
the Lady Zane Seymer. 

At this jun&ure began the Lord ('rom- 
wells riſipg, who by birth was a Black- 
Smyth's Son, and had been Cardinal Wol- 
ey's Soliciter, he was firſt made Maſter of 
the Kings Jewel-houſe, Baron of Oak-am in 
Rutlandſhire, then Knight of the Garter,

CHAP, XXXII. 
Of Queen Eliſabeth. 


TT Queen was Crowned at Weſtminſter 
by Owen Ogilthorp Biſhop of Carlils, 
Pool Archbiſhop of Canterbury dying the 
ſame day that Queen Mary dyed, Ar her 
Entrance the Titie of Supremacy was again 
reſtored by Parliament, and all Queen Ma 
ries Statutes in favour of Rome repealed; 
and ſhe being defired byPariiament to mar- 
ry, ſaid, Thar ſhe intended a Virgins Life, 
which , accordingly ſhe perfo1 med, for 
being Courted by Aaximiian the 
Emperour, Ericus Son to the King of 
Sweden, and by the Arch Duke of Auſtria, 
the Dake of eLjox, and even by Philip 
the ſecond of Spain her brother in Lay, 
ſhe denied them all : aiſo Divine Service 
was celetrated iy Engliſh, and Images 
thrown out of the Chu: ches again, The Scors 
alſo began to ſeek Reformation too : where- 
upon there aroſe great Tumults amongſt 
them, ang 'the King of France ſending the 
Romaniſts Aid there, the Reformers were 

forc'd 
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farc'd to crave help from Queen Eliſabeth, 
which ſhe ſent them under the Command 
of the Lord Grey : and the Queen Mother 

t of Scotland dying, the French 
thereupon concludedPeace for Scotland,and - 
left it, 

The / 1561, In F«ne a Terrible Tem- 
peſt of Thunder and Lightning happenned 

about London, which ſet Pax!'s Steeple 
on fire, and burnt it down to the Roof 
of the Church, conſuming all the Bells, 
Lead, &c, 

And in March the year after, a Mare 
brought forth a Fole with oneBody and two 
Heads, and a long tail growing out between 
them ; a Sow alſo Farrowed a Pig with four

About this time Francis King of France 
dying, Charles his Brother ſucceeded him, 
and great Diſſentions ariſing, Queen Eliſa- 
beth ſought a Reconciliation, but it could 
not be obtained: whereupon, for ſupportati- 
on of Religion, ſhe ſeat. an Army iato 
France, under the Command of Lord 
eAmbroſe Dudly, Earl of Warwick, wha 
landed at Newhaven in Normandy, =

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after eleven Months poſſeſſion thereof, 
were then conſtrained to render it tothe 
French, through'Famine and Plague which 
they brought into England, eAnno 1 56x, 
whereof there dyed in 8 months ſpace 
23662, 

An. 1564.The Thames was ſohard fro. 
zen that Markets were kept on the Ice, and 
all manner of Exerciſe performed thereon 
without Danger, which froſt going away

Priſoners: nay, there was ſcarce a worthy 
Family in all Spain, -that in this expedition 
loft noteither a Son, Brother, or Kinſman: 
the Pope's Contribution towards this Expe- 
dition was a Million of Gold: it was in the 
year 1588. Ard thus the Queens Er.emie 
being diſſipated, She cauſed publick Thanks 
to be given to God through the Realm: and 
there were Executed for Treaſon againſt her 
. Majeſty here in England, at ſeveral times, 
before and after this Iuvaſion, about one 
hun- 
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ed Perſons, whereof threeſcore and 
ſeven were Jeſuites. 
"To requite the Spaniards, th Queen the 
year after, aſhſted Don © Antonis Kin, of 
Mringal with cleven thouſand Soldiers, and 
25 hundred Mariners, under the Command 
of Sr. fo. Norrs and Sr Francis Draje: theſe 
ith Soldiers,won the Groyne, and as the 
aniards attempted to reſcue it, they- ſo 
ralliaritly bebaved themſelves that they 
took the Spaniſh King's ſtandard, and made 
reat flaughter of their Enemics: and burn 
ing both the ſaid Town and the Country for 
three miles round, betook themſelves to Sea 
apain: and ſhortly afrer the Earl of Eſſex 
j.yned with them : and then they Sailed for 
Portuga!, and took Periſh, from whence 
they went to Attempt LZx5bore, then in 
the Spaniards poſſeſſion, the Metropo- 
lis of Portugal: Wt not being able to oyer- 
come it, they returned, and had the Ca- 
tle of Caſſazs rendered ro them, and took 
60 Spaniſh Hulks iaden with Corn, Maſts, 
Cables,Cop; er,and-Wax, and fo returned for 
England with great Honor, 
frer this, Supplys were ſent by the 
eento Henry King of Navarr, (a Pro- 
teſtant) for the gaining the French Crown, 
but he, finding many Rubs in his way, chang- 
ed his Religion, and then eafily obtained it.

Earl of Eſſex, againſt the Spaniards, Am | i 
1596. their firſt Aſſault was on Cade, Þ 6 
which Place they won, and forced the Cit. Þ 7, 
tizens to pay them twenty thouſand Duccats | 4g 
for theic Ranſom; and the Ships of the Spa Þ - th; 


ards, which the Engliſh ran aſhore there, 
proftered five and twenty hundred thouſand 
Duccats tor their ranſom, which being de: 
ed Acceptance, at the Command of the 
Duke of Medina Sidonia they were all ſet 
on fire, being eſtimated to be worth twelye 
Millions ofDuccats. 

After this another Fleet went again, and 
the Spaniards every where being worſted, 
the Fleet again returned for England with 
three Prizes worth four hundred thouſand 
Duccats, and Sigiſmwnd King of Polonia, 
and the King of Denmark, about this time 
Mediated with the Queen for Peace with 
France, but prevailed nor. 

Meanwhile T:rr Owen in Zreland break 
ing into Rebellion, after ſeverai Expeditions 
thicher, at length the Earl of E/ex was ſent 
Deputy, who concluded a Peace with Tir 
Owen, trom fix weeks to fix weeks, for which 
' he was much condemned by the Lords, and F 
re- 
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recalled into £ng/and again by the Queen, 
and afterwards iolt his head,the Queea be- 
ng-neither privy nor confenting to it ; for 

ſc Death ſhe fore lamented during her 
Life(which laſted not long after) and bid 
the Plague of God light upon them for their 
aft, which Curſe ſhortly after took eff-&, 
for in one year there dyed of the Plagueyin 
London-and the Swbxrbs, thirty thouſand 
fire hundred ſeverty eight, beſides all thoſe

H* was Crowned at Weſtminfter by Dr- 
C1 Whitegrift, ArchBiſhop of Canterbury, 
at which time all people of the City of Lon- 
don were forbidden to repair thicher, by 
reaſon of the then raging Plague among 
them, there dying that year in London and 
the out Libertys 30g 78 perſons of the ſame 
diſeaſe : he continued Religion as it was 
begun in Queen Eliſaberh's days, and cauſed

Two years after, to wit,e Anno 1605. one 
William Calverly of Calverly in the Count 
of Tork Efquire, murthered two of hisown 
Children at home at bis own. houſe, then 
Stabbed his Wite into the Body with full 
Intentro have killed her, and then went 
out with Intention to have killed his Chil 
atmurſe, but was prevented : he was Pref. 
ſed to death at York tor this murther, be. 
cauſe he ſtood Mite and would not plead, 
The ſame year although the King had 
made Peace with the Popes Champion the 
King of Spain,yet his Holineſs Sons thought 
to have brought Ruin to the King, and 
to have put all the Kingdom in a flame, 

This was to have been efteRted by 
treacherous Plot for the blowing up the 
King and whole Nobility, Root and Branch 
at one Blow, when they were aſſembled in 
Parliament ; to which end they had laid-in 
ſeveral Barrels of Gunpowder, Barrs ofl- 
ron, Faggots, and other things for doing 
Execution under the Parliament houſe: but 
this Helliſh Deſign was happily diſcovered 
by a Letter ſent totue Lord Mownnteagle fan 
tothe Lord Morley, by ſome of the Con- 

ſpiracors, whereia they wiſhed hins to ſt 

his Appearance from the Houſe the 4 
Day of the ſitting : this Letter being Com- 
municated and ſhewn to ſeveral of the No- 
bility, 
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bility , they could not fathom the depth of 
the dark meaning thereof, but at length it 
being ſhewa to the King, he preſently con- 
jRured that the Plot wasto Flow up the 
Houſe with Gunpowder ; and fo, narrow 
Search being made, it was bappyly found 
out, and the Conſpirators diſcovered : who 


were ſome of them ſhot rodeath (to wir, 


Percy and Catesby ) for difdaining to be ta- 
ken, others of them were flain by Ganpow- 
der which they had drying by the Fire, and . 
Sir Everard Digby, the two Wrights, fohn 
and (hr.ſtipher Fawkes , Gramnt, Winter, 
Boits, and Keys, were Hanged, Drawn 
and Quartered for being chief Actors in 
this Plot, | 

Aﬀeer this ſtorm was over, the Faces of 
more troubles appeared through the Inſur- 
re&ions of Fines and Rainolds inNorthamp- 
zonſhire and Warwickſhire, but this flame 
quickly vaniſhed into Smoak. 

About this time the Lady Elſabeth the * 
King's Daughter was married to Frederick 
Prince EleCtor Palatine. The Joyes of their 
Nuptials were ſhortly afrer overſhadowed 
with clouds of ſorrow, which enſued upon 
thedeath of Prince Henry, which happned.

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After thedeath of Prince Henry, Charly 
the King's Second Son (afterwards King 
ſucceeded his Brother in the Princi 

of Wales : about this time Sir Walter Ray. 
leigh was releaſed; intending to viſit the 
new found World, and many Gentlemen 
took their fortunes with him : but unhappih 
in his V-yage burning St. Thomes,it ſhorth 
after colt him his Life, for Intelligence be. 
ing given to Gandamore then Emballador in 
England, he never left preſſing the King for 
NS: hereupon Sir Walter as ſom 
as he came toPlymonth was apprehended by 
Sir Lewis Stuckly, and was brought tryed 
and condemned in the King's Bench,and the 
next Morning after bis Tryal was Behead. 
ed, 

And about this time the King being very 
Sick, he happily Recovered again, but hy 
Loving and vertuous Queen en dyed 
Lnno 1618. 

After this the King made a Motion of 
Matfriage for his SonCharlesPrince otWale 
with the King of Sp.a1ns Daughter ; think- 
ing thereby to gain opportunity of helping 
his Son in Law, abs hnviey been lately 


choſen by the Bohemians Kinz of Bohemia, 
was thereupon driven by the Emperour,not 
onely out of his new Kingdom,bur alſo out 
of his Palatinate,and remained at this time 
in Holland, being a Refuge for all diſtreſſed 
people, 
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"Y Toeffc& this marriage, the Prince with 
the Duke of Buckingham went for Spain 
where ſeeing the Marriage with. himſelf 
and the Lady Maria the Infanta of Spain, 

rocraſtinated and delaid, he left the Court 
and Returned for England. 

The Plantations in New England were 
ſettled .L#uno 1623. being the twenty firſt of 
. this Kings reign; he was a very learned 

King, _— his Works now in print 
hewas an honeſt Father to his Children, a 
loving Husbard to his wife ; a mild Prince 
to his Subjze&s, ard a great defirer of 
Peace, whoſe Motto was Beat: Pacific, 
and as he defiredPeace ſo he dyed in Peace. 
This 7ames was King of England, Scot- 
land, France and Treland; he was Son to 
Henry Stuart Lord Darly, who was grand 
Child to Lady Afargaret eldeſt Daughter 
to King Henry the VII of England, by her 
SecondHusband: and his Mother was Afary 
ueen of Scotland, who was Grand Child 
allo to. Lady Aargaret by ber firſt Huſ- 
band Fames the fourth King of Scotland ; 
lo thatthe ſaid Lady Margaret was great 
\Grand-mother to King 7ames both by 
Father and Mothers fide. He began his 
Reign on Wedneſday the - 24 of March, 
eAnno 1602, Reigned 22 years and 3 
days: and was the 44 Sole Morarch of En- 
fland, He dyed of the Spleen on Saturday 
the '27 day of March, eAnno 1625. being 
in 
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in the 2.3 year of his Reign, and nire andfif 
 tieth year of his Age : his Body was butied 
at Weſtminſter,

During theſe tranſactions his Majeſty 
being in France, hoped to get-Aid there, 
but found nore ; yet his Friends here in 
England Proclaimed him King, the Earl of 
Qrmond and Lord Inchequin cauſed him al- 
ſo to be Proclaimed King in /reland, 

In the next place the Parliament proceed- 
edto make Sale of the King and Queen's 
Lands, not ſparing their Houſes ; whoſe 
Purchaſers gained no ſmall ſums by them, 
making Money of the Leads, Glaſs, Iron ,, 
Timber and Stones of the ſame Houles : the. 
Biſhops with the Deans and Chapters Lands 
alfo received the ſame Doom, and moſt of 
the Caſtles in England were by the Parlia- 
ments Order demaliſhed and thrown dewn : 
and all Perſons were expeiled from places of 
Truſt either in Church or State,which would. 
not ſubſcribe to the preſentGovernment rhen 
Eſtabliſhed by them, 

Meanwhile his Majeſty was Proclaimed in 
Scotland, and after great Debate had a- 
mong them there, at length they agree cn- 
ſome Propoſitions to be ſent to the King,who 
was then at the Iſle of eric, and Mr, Win- 
dram Laird of Libberton was appointed 
Meſſenger + . The Heads of which Propofiti- 
ons were,

And 6. That he would be pracioufly 
pleaſed to give a ſpeedy Anſwer 'to their 
Deſires. 

Theſe Propolitions coming to the King, 
they were very ſtifly debated Pro and Con, 
s atter much Conſultation,at laſt SirWil- 
liam Flemming was ſent Agent to the Com- 
mittee of the Eſtates ia Scotland, till ſuch 
time as the Laird Zibbeyton could be dif. 
patched : who ſhortly after followed with a 
Letter and Inſtructions by word of Mouth 
to the Commitee of Eſtates; and Breda in 
Holland was appointed for the place ofa 
ſolemn Treaty ; and after great debates by 
the Committee of Eſtates and K:rk in Scot- 
land, at long run it was concluded, that the 
Earl of Caſtles, the Lord Lothian, Burl and 
Libberton, Sir fohn Smith, and Mn. Peof- 
fr1es,ſhould go Commiſſioners for the Eſtates,

Now during this Treaty, the Marqueſs

And now the 
King being arived at Spey in the Northof 
Scotland, ſome Lords were fent down to ac- 
company him to Edenborongh ; as he came: 
along he was entertained with the general 
Joy of all the People, and at eAbberdeen was 
preſented with 1500 pounds, which thing 
was ill taken by the Commitee of Eſtates: 
and Kirk ; therefore they ſent their Injun- 
ion to prohibic other places from doing the 
like: and the King being now come to E- 
denborough, he was again proclaimed King 
on the 15 of fly An.1650. buthis Corona-g 
tion was deferred by reaſon of the then 
Troubles, for the Enzliſp Army was upon 
their Borders; ſo the Scormow began to 
think how they might defend themſelyes,ant 
therefore they marched under the Com- 
mand of Montgomery, and ſet upon the En- 
gliſh at Muſclebrowgh bur were worfted: and 
at. Dunbar the Engliſh wholly routed __

and- gained the Paſs there : this news was 
brought to the King at St. Fohnſtons, much 
ahout the ſame time when the death of his 
Siſter the Princeſs Eliſabeth was brought to 
him:ſo ſhortly after this he lefr the States of 
Scotland,and repair'd into the North of that 
Kingdom, being 1.0 longer able to endure the 
Aﬀronts put upon him, 

Belides the danger of the Engliſh Army 
then in che Bowels of Scotland, they them- 
ſelves were'yet divided into three Partys, ſo 
that rothing but ruin could be expected: a- 
mong them : but the King returning with 
Montgomery to St, Fohnſtons again, they were 
then all reconciled among themſelves, and 
the King on the firſt day of fanwary, Armo 
160, was Crowned at Scoon. 

Soon after the Coronation,the King ſet u 
his Standard at Abberdeen, and reſolve 
himſelf ro be Generaliſſims of the Scotch 
Army, and about this time was Sir Henry 
Hyjde beheaded at London for his Loyalty ; 
and nct Icng after Captain Brown Buſhel 
| the iike Doom, for perſormirg 
ome ſignal Services for the King. 

The King now began to Fort-fie Sterling, - 
fo which place he afterwards removed his 
Court, and the Engliſh drew nigher and 
nigher every day, and had ſurpriſed the 
Earl of Eglington, and one of his Sons: but 
vhileſt things were"thus in Agitation inScor- 


land, a Plot was diſcovered in England a- 
gainſt 
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gainſt the Parliament moſt of which Plotters* | @ 
were Presbyterians, and two of them, bei 
Miniſters, viz. Mr. Gibbons and Mr. Loves 
were beheaded for their Treaſon as the Par. 
liament called it ; now Cromwell perceiyi 
thathe could not draw the Scots to a Fiel 
Battel, preſently traiſported over the Fife 
one thouſand tix hundred Foot, and four - 
Troops of Horſe, who,with the help of Lam: 
bert and Okey routed Sir Fohn Brown's For. 
ces, took him, and ſeveral other perſons of 
Quality, Priſoners, aid ſl:w two thouſand 
upon the place, and took near 120 Priſo- 
nets. 

Now the King,ſecing the £ng/:ſÞ prevall 
ſo faſt, thought irbeſt to quic Scotland, and 
ſo marched tor Englad,beginning his march 
the laſt day of 7uly, Anno 1651. Cronmel 
ſeeing this, ſent Lambert after him with a 
ſele& party of Horſe to fall upon the Rear, 
and himſelf with the reſt that could be ſpar- 
ed followed, and the Parliament alſo bear- 
ing of the King's March, interdi&ed all Aid 
and Aſſiſtance either of men or money to b@ 
given to his Majeſty, under the penalty of 
High-Treaſon, and they alſo cauſed nume- 
rous Porces to be raiſed in moſt Counties df 
England. 

The King's Army now in Eng/and carty- 
ed themſelyes very civilly, yer for all that 
the People were fo beſotted, that they came 
very flowly into his Aſſiſtance, for few or nore

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* | ameduring this tedious march ; ſaving the 
Lord Howard”s Son of Eſtrich with a Troop 
of Horſe ; and now 'Lambert with his Men 
ving been guided over theDales and Moors 
mYork-ſhire got the Advantage of theKing's 
Army i: their March, and inſtead of follow- 
ing them, got before them, and thought to 
have ſtopt the King's Army at Warringron 
Bridge, but after an hot Diſpute and the loſs 
of ſome men, the King at length gained the 
paſſage over the Bridge, and coming to Tong 
Norton; he ſent a Trumpeter with his Sum- 
mons to Collonel Hamphry Mackworth, 
Gorernour ct Shre.ysbwry, to render up the © 
Tewn ; but he ſent the King a flat denial, 
giving him the Title only of Commanaer in 
chief of the Scottiſh Army, inthe Super» 
ſcription of his Letter he ſent back : from 
hence the King marched on to Worceſter, 
waere he entered the Town, whileſt the Earl 
of Der4y,who a little before had brought him 
a ſupply of 25o Foot and 60 Horſe outof 
the /ſle of Man, was gon into Lancaſhire, 
® hopes to have gotten more Forces tnere, 
but was routed there by Lilborn : and moſt 
of his chiet Commanders lain, as the Lord 
IWithringten, Sir Thomas Tilſly , Collcnel 
Trollop, and Collonel Bointon, and ſcme 
others taken : This misfortune was imputed 
tothe diſappointment his Lordſhip recieved 
in Lancaſhire, to which place his Majeſty 


had- ordered him to repair, with aflurance 
that” 
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that the Prezbyrerians would freely join with 
him, in order to his Majeſties Reſtoration, 
but coming thither he found it otherwiſe, 
and that they did all they could to hinder 
any Conjunttion, unleſs he would rakethe 
Covenant ; which refufing to do, hewy 
forced upon thatEngagement before mentig 
ned (in Wig gon-lane) where hebehaved him- 
ſelf with all poſſible bravery, andCol, Maſh 
alſo had his part in the Honour of this occa- 
ſton, 

His Majeſty all this time was buſie in for. 
titying of Worceſter, in the mean time Major 
General Lambert, gained the Paſs at Upton, 
where the Bridg was cut down, by caufing 
the Troopers to ſwim the River upon their 
Horſe: backs, taking their Piſtols out of the 
Holſters and carrying them in their handsto 
ſave them from wet : and this Attempt was 
. principally undertaken for ſaving the Lives 
of 40 or 5o deſperate Fellows who had got 0- 
ver the Bridge upon a pole of Wood and 
were forced into the Church cloſe nigh the 
Bridg,by Major General Maſy's men,wher® 
they had all been cut off, iſ the Troopers had 
nt ſwum the River, who thereby not only 
ſaved the ſaid men, but alſo put Major Ge- 
neral Maſſy and his men to the Retreat, and 
ſo the Royalliſts were -forced to quit the 
Town, ard leavethe Paſs to the Parlinnngh 
tariars,who quickly made a Bridge of Boats 


oyer the River : and now (romwell _— 
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ph the reſt of the Forces againſt the King, 
ker ſome Sallies out of the Town gab 
them, at length the King, ia the Front of his 
men {allied out of the Town,on the z day of 
September, Anno 1651; and fo valiantly 
charged Cromwel!'s Life Guard, that they 
were forced to retire, till ſeconded by freſh 
Forces, and then the Royal party being put 
to the Recreat , in which the King had his 
Horſe twice ſhot under him, and not able to 
rally again,werc forced to fly into theTown ; 
where the Cromwellian party, entered pell 
mell with chem ,a::d then the Cry went Save 
the King, Save the King : While his Maje- 
ſy, ſeeing all gone, with ſome Nubles and 
Servants, with much diiliculty, got away and 
coming to a Farmers houſe in the Borders of 
Staffordſhire, there he diſrobed himſelf, and 
for wantof a pair of Scifſars had his Hair cut 
eff with a Knife ; and fo he with the Com- 
pany of one Friend (who brought him Pro- 
viſion towards Night) betook himſelf intoa 
Wood, about four miles from Foolver- 
 bewpton, where he made anOak bis Pallace, 
and the Soldiers all his while were hunting 
about, like Bloodhounds for the King, a 
Thouſand pound being the promiſedReward 
 ofthoſe that could take him, - But ſome few 
dayes after be was conveyed to the Houſe of 
one Mris. Fane Lane, who proved a faithful 
and loyal Subje& to him, and was a _—

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Inſtrument in his conveyance beyond Sex, 2 
which, after many Dangers paſt,he at leng 
attained, landing at new- Haven in Franc 
In the Battel atWorceſter it is ſuppoſed thete 
was about 3000 ſlain, and 700 taken Prify, 
ners.

Mean while the King being ſafely gone to 
Paris, from thence, after a while, removed 
to St.Germains, where he conferred with the 
Duke of Lorrain for the recovery of his 
Kingdom of 1reland, but ir came to nothing; 
{o the King retnrned again to Paris: du- 
ring his abode there his Brother the Dukeot 
Gloxceſter (who had along time been detai- 
ned by the Parliament of Eng/and in the [fl 
of Wight) came to viſit him, accompanied 
trom theHagze with Sir Marmaduke Lany- 

dale and Sir Richard Greenwile, 

And not long after, his ,Q#andam Pre 
ſerver Mris Fane Lane being eſcaped out of 
England arrived in France, and ſent Letters 
to his Majeſty,certifying him of her Arrival, 
who preſently ſent Coaches to condud her 
to Paris, where his Majeſty gave ber a large 
demonſtration of his princely Fayour and 
Bounty. 
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Now whil'ſt the King was paſſing away 
kt time thus in France; inthe mean time 
dver Cromwell the twertieth . of April 
3653, dillolved, the long-lived . Parliament, 
hich had fate twelve years, fix months and 
47 days, and in derifion, they cryed about 
the Streets, Parl.ament men Fonr a penny. 

This year, and the year preceeding, were 
fe bloody Ingagements at Sea berween 
the Evgliſh and the Datch : the long 
Parliament being thus diſſolved, Ol:- 
yer called. another Z«nito, who after they 
had fate ſome ſmall time to little purpoſe, 
refigned up their Power again into his hand 
from whom they received ir. 

About the 16 of December, Oliver 
Cromwell was ſworn Lord ProteQor of Eng- 
land, Scotland and [reland, &c. and ſo the 
Government was now again in a ſingle 
Perſon, againſt which they had all ſworn ;
